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My Answer To Keith Brooks 


I HOPE The Defender Family 
will not be bored by the follow- 
ing discussion. 


Mr. Keith L. Brooks, Editor of 
the magazine “Prophecy”, pub- 
lished in his September number, 
the most vicious tirade against 
me, that I have ever read written 
about any Christian man in pub- 
lic life.

NOAH’S DAYS BEING REPEATED 


“RU T as the days of Noah were, 
so shall also the coming of 
the Son of Man be.” 


Some will regard this treatise 
as being rooted in morbid pes- 
simism. Others will see in it a 
glorious optimism. 


A Law of History 


In that remarkable prophetic docu- 
ment, the twenty-fourth chapter of 
Matthew, Jesus introduces a proposi- 
tion with which all historians are fa- 
miliar, namely, that history moves in 
cycles; it repeats itself. He declares 
that the dominant conditions which 
characterized the period prior to the 
deluge will be repeated in that part of 
the world’s history which will precede 
His second coming. 


One day when some Jews came 
“tempting” Christ, He said: “O ye hyp- 
ocrites, ye can discern the face of the 
sky; but can ye not discern the signs 
of the times?” In other words, they 
were good weather prophets, but con- 
concerning the fulfillment of Old Testa- 
ment prophecy, which was taking place 
before their eyes, they were ignorant. 
An examination of the parallelism be- 
tween Noah’s day, and our day, will 
help in understanding many recent 
“signs of the times”. 


The Fact of the Flood 


In approaching the subject of Noah 
and the great Flood, it should be re- 
membered that we are dealing with an 
exact historical event. The historicity 
of the sixth and seventh chapters of 
Genesis is readily accepted by those 
who are not blinded, betrayed or biased 
through prejudice. 


Certain scientists, notably George 
McCready Price, have established the 
fact of the deluge by studying condi- 
tions in the earth’s crust. In all parts 
of the world evidence has been found 
of convulsions in nature which lead 
these men to know that an antediluvian 
civilization perished under water. 


Genesis 8:4 says that when the wa- 
ters receded, Noah’s Ark rested on “the 
mountains of Ararat.”

Traditions of the Flood 

The latest edition of the Encyclo- 
paedia Britannica explains that there 
are traditions concerning the deluge to 
be found in many languages and in all 
parts of the world. This proves that 
primitive peoples everywhere possessed 
an original knowledge of the flood. 


Some of the traditions differ in the 
matter of details, but all agree on main 
points with the record in Genesis. The 
Encyclopaedia relates the story as it 
was known to the ancient Babylonians, 
discovered in the “11th tablet of the 
Gilgamesh Epic” which has to do with 
the experiences of a man named Ut- 
napishtim who is beyond question the 
same character known as Noah in the 
Scriptures. 


The ancient Greeks also had a per- 
version of the Bible narrative. They 
called Noah by the name of Deucalion 
and said that he escaped from the flood 
in a large boat when Zeus poured water 
all over the earth. 


Equally interesting are other tradi- 
tions found in Wales, Lithuania, and 
Iceland. In India there are references 
to the deluge in the Sanskrit language. 


Flood stories have also been found in 
China, Burma, Japan, Malay, among 
the aborigines of Australia, New Guin- 
ea, parts of Africa, Southern Asia, a- 
mong the North and South American 
Indians, South Sea Islands, and the 
islands of Melanesia, Polynesia and 
Micronesia.

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production of those encountered by the 
righteous Noah. 


_ There are no less than a dozen def- 
inite characteristics of the days of 
Noah that are being repeated today. 
Everyone is a real, tangible “sign”, but 
space is available in this issue of The 
Defender to consider only one. Per- 
—_ in later issues of the magazine it 
will be possible to consider the other 
eleven. 


The present “sign of the times” is 
purely physical and easy for everyone 
to see and understand. Other “signs” 
will take us into the realms of morals, 
demonism, apostasy, false religions, 
crime waves, Spiritualism, etc., but just 
now we are examining the parallelism 
which exists between nature’s condition 
in Noah’s time and the violent shocks 
which nature is enduring today.

I AM of the opinion that an atheist is 
the most miserable type of person on 
earth. I speak from experience. 


Someone has said that Atheism is a 
form of religion. This is true. It be- 
longs in the realm of religion because 
it concerns itself with the fact of God, 
the matter of divine Revelation, and 
the problem of eternal Destiny. 


The atheistic leaders in Moscow are 
determined to drive God out of Russia. 
But, though they do not realize it, 
Atheism has become the religion of the 
country. 


However, Atheism is not the kind of 
religion that gives a deep settled peace 
to the soul. It destroys the finer sensi- 
bilities of heart, mind, and emotion. 
It promotes unrest, sorrow and misery. 
It is a vicious thing that stirs to action 
all of the hatreds and sinful tendencies 
of which fallen human nature is ca- 
pable. It fills the soul with bitterness 
and gall. 


The nearest thing I can imagine to 
hell would be to have to live in a 
country ruled entirely by atheists as is 
the case with Russia today.

Only two years ago I was a 
champion of unbelief, doing everything 
in my power to fight religion. Today 
finds me a believer in my Creator, 
preaching the Gospel and possessed of 
a burning zeal to win the lost to 
Christ. Such has been the marvel- 
ous transformation that Grace has 
wrought in my life. 


A preacher whom I have come to 
know quite well since my conversion, 
tells me that he once heard me speak- 
ing to a crowd on the streets of Oak- 
land, California. He says that my 
language was so vile and terrible that 
he turned away in disgust, wandering 
why God Almighty would allow such a 
human being to live. But thank God, 
all is changed now! “Old things are 
passed away; behold, all things are be-

Like Saul of Tarsus on the road to 
Damascus, I have seen a great light.

I eventually found myself homeless. 
I wandered about the country and 
found my way to New York City. The 
next several months were filled with 
incalculable sufferings, hard- 
ships, hunger, poverty and _ want. 
Without home or friends, a small boy 
alone in the streets of that  swift- 
moving, impersonal city, I was forced 
to live by my wits, and to wage an 
incessant, relentless struggle for sur- 
vival. Although I was only in my 
early teens, I was not afraid. My re- 
action to my predicament was one of 
bitterness rather than fear. 


Bitterness and despondency is fre- 
quently an excellent breeding-place 
for Atheism. It was during my tender 
boyhood years that I, with my form- 
ative mind, came under the influence 
of William Smith, who is now presi- 
dent of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Atheism. 

I sold papers, worked as a_ boot- 
black and did odd jobs whenever I 


could find them, and when I could get 
no work I begged on the streets. I 
slept in packing boxes in alleyways, 
in empty box-cars, on park benches 
and in newsboys’ lodging houses. In 
the winter time I have tramped the 
streets in rags, and through snow up 
to my knees; cold, hungry, friendless, 
and many times ill. All of these ex- 
periences served to deepen and intensi- 
fy my bitterness and hatred toward 
life and toward humanity. 


Possessed of a determination to gain 
an education, I spent much of my time 
in libraries and attending lectures. I 
was deeply impressed by the many 
infidel lectures I heard in the parks, 
and the arguments that were present- 
ed by the atheistic and Communistic 
speakers. What I heard was like poi- 
son gas to my soul. I had no right to 
blame God for my condition, but I did. 
I reasoned myself away from God. I 
became a rebel against all that was 
high, noble, and Godlike. 


Schooled in Atheism 


I continued to attend atheist meet- 
ings every time I had a chance. If 
Atheism is not religion, why is every 
atheist a missionary trying to make 
converts for his cause? The truth. is 
that Atheism comes out of the most 
morbid strata of the religious instinct 
of man. Every man has a religious na- 
ture; atheism is the instinct, hopelessly 
perverted. 

I began to read atheistic literature. 
I read Paine, Ingersoll, Voltaire and 
other standard freethought literature. 
Joining an infidel group in Chicago, I 
continued to absorb their ideas. Many 
times I sat on park benches with the 
godless leaders and had them point out 
the alleged discrepancies in the Bible, 
convincing me that the Book was sim- 
ply a mixture of myths, fables, legends 
and fairy stories, handed down from 
the misty past. 

Little wonder then, that I soon 
joined forces with a distinctly anti-re- 
ligious movement. I began giving talks 
in public places telling why I did not 
believe in God or Christianity. I sold 
infidel literature and publications, took 
up collections, and soon discovered 
that I could earn a good living as a 
“soap-box orator”. 


Thus when I was but fourteen years 
old I had delivered a talk at the Inger- 
soll Forum on the subject, “Why I do 
not believe in God’, and had com- 
menced my career as an atheist and 
freethought speaker and lecturer. I 
gave nine years to this kind of destruc- 
tive work. 


I became widely known among 
atheists throughout the country, es- 
pecially so, however, on the Pacific 
Coast, where I was organizer for an 
atheistic group of 550 members in 
California. Among my godless friends 
I was known as a “champion bDlas- 
phemer” because of the adjectives I 
employed when speaking about God. 


“Emancipated Minds” 


In 1931 I helped Mr. M. S. Charles 
found The Godless Magazine and 
served as associate editor. We became 
closely associated in the atheistic 
movement. Mr. Charles was formerly a 
minister but lost his faith in a 
Modernistic theological seminary; he

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had drifted into atheism, becoming 
widely known as a writer of free- 
thought literature. This illustrates the 
fact that Modernism is the first step 
toward atheism. It will be a great day 
for the work of the Gospel, when 
Christian people quit giving money to 
support church schools and seminaries 
that teach Modernism—which in re- 
ality is a mild form of atheism. 


Mr. Charles became one of the most 
utterly godless men that I had ever 
known, after being betrayed in a theo- 
logical seminary. Side by side we car- 
ried on an uncompromising and vitri- 
olic fight against religion, believing it 
to be an obstacle in the path of human 
progress; an obstacle to be removed at 
any cost. We were honest and sincere 
in our work, just as Saul of Tarsus 
was honest and sincere when he op- 
posed the true Church and persecuted 
the Christians. We thought it the duty 
of all “emancipated minds” to wage in- 
cessant warfare against what we 
called superstition. 


Back to God 


And then, as a result of a personal 
tragedy—the loss of his wife—that 
drove him to the verge of suicide and 
despair, my friend Charles was sud- 
denly converted. Almost overnight he 
renounced his unbelief and infidelity, 
and came back to God. And filled with 
the joy and happiness of his newly- 
recovered faith, he set about to lead me 
to Christ. It was at the close of an eve- 
ning street meeting in California that 
he came to me and explained how he 
had found God, and that God had re- 
vealed to him through a personal ex- 
perience that Christianity was true, 
that Christ had atoned for sin. My 
first reaction was one of bewilderment 
and amazement! I was too dumb- 
founded to speak. I just stared at him, 
unable to deny that there was in his 
countenance a changed expression, a 
new light He WAS DIFFERENT. 
And then it seemed to dawn on me 
what had happened—he had lost his 
mind. Finding it impossible to believe 
in salvation, I decided that my friend’s 
reason had left him, and that he had 
simply gone crazy. 


Days passed, and while I refused to 
accept his story of experiencing God in 
his consciousness, I did admit to my- 
self that something wonderful had 
happened to him. His insistence caused 
me to actually think about God, and 
for the first time in my life I was be- 
ginning to feel that perhaps my 
atheistic position was not so secure as 
I had thought it to be. I tried to reason 
the thing out, and failed. But I was 
honest enough to really want to know 
the truth, and I determined that if 
there was a God, then I surely wanted 
to know Him. 

Mr. Charles prayed for me and I 
tried to pray for myself, but I didn’t 
get very far. It was pitiful. After 
having been with Mr. Charles several 
days, there had come into my soul a 
real desire to pray—but alas, I could 
not find words to express my thouglits 
to my Maker. I was so steeped in un- 
belief that I just could not pray. 


Something was happening to me 
though; my cock-sureness had fled and 
I had lost interest in my work to the 
extent that I did not go near the office 


or the meetings. A feeling of remorse 
clutched at my heart. I could see the 
tear-stained face of my old father 
pleading with me to give up my in- 
fidelity. I thought about my dying 
mother. Yes, I experienced a good case 
of old-fashioned “conviction” for sin. 


My desire to know the truth even- 
tually triumphed; one day, I dropped to 
my knees and commenced to pray in 
earnest, and it was then that God 
heard my cry and spoke peace to my 
soul. Since that hour I have never en- 
tertained the slightest doubt about the 
existence of God. The reality of His 
presence is so definitely real to me 
that I can assert that I not only believe 
there is a God, I KNOW. The new 
birth is the greatest miracle known to 
mankind. 


Successful in Soul-Winning 
Two years have passed since I found 


my Saviour. I have tried to the best of 
my ability to serve Him, and to win 
others to Him. I promised God when I 
was converted that I would go back 
over the country and tell my story in 
every city and town where I formerly 
denounced Him. To date, I have visited 
all but a few of the leading cities with 
my testimony, and God has wonder- 
fully blessed my ministry with some 
2,000 definite conversions, among them 
being more than 150 avowed infidels 
and skeptics. 

In the words of the Apostle Paul I 
can truly praise God that I found par- 
don “who was before a blasphemer and 
a persecutor, and injurious, but I ob- 
tained mercy because I did it ignorant- 
ly, in unbelief.”

| SAW STALIN IN MAY OF THIS YEAR

O this is Moscow, and there is the 

Kremlin, the home of the world’s 
most famous dictator, Josep Wis- 
sauonavich Dzchugashwili, who, because 
of his hard and iron ways, finally took 
the name Stalin (which means steel). 
From the Kremlin, I walked over to 
Lenin’s tomb, the Mecca of the Mos- 
cowans. People by the thousands 
parade past the tomb daily from five 
until seven each evening, to see the 
“pickled” body of the former Red lead- 
er. Russia is religious. She worships 
Lenin. Her religion is Communism. 

“There is one god, Lenin, and Stalin 
is his prophet.” 

If Moscow is the Meshech of the 38th 
chapter of the book of Ezekiel, it is 
certainly living up to the reputation 
that the prophet Ezekiel gave it. 


A Typical Deception 

The next day, I boarded a train and 
made my way to the famous Buick 
factory, which is reported to employ 
thousands of workers. Men and women, 
of course, work alike. Russian women 
are compelled to do manual labor. 
There I was told about the wonderful 
whee of the workers, how they 

ave practically all of the say-so, how 
they elect their own managers by each 
one giving his vote for the man of his 
choice. This information did not prove 
quite satisfactory to me, having read 
what I had about Russia. 

Dissatisfied with it, I dug a bit 
deeper into the sources of information 
at my disposal concerning the veracity 
of this propaganda. I discovered it is 
true that the workers have a right to 
vote, and that they do vote at each 
election; but not for the man of their 
choice. 

For instance, Mr. Blank is nominated 
and everybody has an opportunity to 
vote for or against him, and when the 
Chairman of the gathering asks all of 
the people who will vote for him to 
raise their hands, every hand in that 
factory group will shoot into the air; 
and I defy any Russian there to cast 
his vote against that candidate. If he 
does, you ask what will happen to him. 
It will not be long before he will get 
what is called in Russia, his “vago vor”, 


which means, his scolding. 

In turn, a scolding for the worker 
means an assignment to a new job. 
Ninety-nine chances to one, that as- 
signment will be Siberia, to cut timber, 
and die, because the timber workers of 
Siberia are forced to work 18 hours 
each day under the most inhuman con- 
ditions imaginable. Besides that, they 
are given an allotment of work, which, 
if it takes them twenty-two hours to 
finish, will require that they work on 
until it is finished. Then they will have 
only two hours to rest, when they are 
forced to start again on their next 18- 
hour shift with an empty stomach. 
Very few people live long under this 
form of torture. The timber they cut is 
sold and sent to other countries, 
“dumped” on the markets of the world, 
and all the workers, at the point of 
guns, are forced to sign a statement 
that it was cut and secured through 
voluntary labor. 


Death of a Leacer 


The Chief of the G. P. U. (Police 
System) died while I was in Russia 
during May, of this year. He ranked 
next to Stalin. Newspapers carried the 
glaring headlines; also the news that 
he would be buried on the 13th, at the 
Red Square near Lenin’s tomb. I was 
instantly gripped with a desire to at- 
tend the funeral. Thus I made my way 
to the Intourist office. I approached a 
young girl at the desk, and said to her: 
“It is next Sunday that the Chief is to 
be buried, isn’t it?’ She said: “Sir, I 
do not quite understand what you mean 
by Sunday. What is Sunday?” “Sunday 
is the day before Monday—the day 
after Saturday.” “Well”, she said, “you 
see I am a new worker in this office, 
and have just graduated from the 
University! so you will have to pardon 
me for not knowing what is meant by 
Sunday.” 


In passing, may I say that in order 
for the Russian potentates to erase all 
thought of God and religion in the 
minds of the youth, they have done 
away with Sunday. The truth of the 
matter is, they have taken the “Sun” 
out of every day. Finally I made her 
understand that Sunday and the thir- 
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teenth meant the same (the days are 
counted by number only, in Russia), 
and that the Chief was to be buried at 
five o’clock in the afternoon. 


I asked her if there was any way in 
the world by which I could attend. She 
told me she had the information that 
only those with passes could attend, 
and passes could only be secured for 
about 8,000 people, and those would be 
for the leaders of the Communist 
Party, and the managers of the facto- 
ries. None others would be permitted 
to attend. She ventured the suggestion, 
however, that if I was real anxious to 
go, I might appeal to our American 
Ambassador. 


Seeking a Pass 


I quickly got in touch with Mr. 
Bullitt, and received the information 
that he alone would be granted a pass; 
and in his judgment, no other Ameri- 
can would be permitted to attend. Mak- 
ing my way to the American Legation 
and American Counsel, I received the 
same information. However, thus far 
I was not discouraged. I was still 
gripped by the determination to attend 
that funeral. 


Sunday morning when I left the 
Moscow Hotel, I had a plan in the re- 
cesses of my mind which I hoped would 
work. I said to my newspaper friends 
and engineers with whom I had picked 
up an acquaintance while staying in 
Moscow, that I was on my way to 
secure a pass for the funeral. They on- 
ly laughed and called me crazy. I 
went to the Press Department of Mos- 
cow some thirty blocks away. There, 
the first question asked of me was my 
profession. I stated that I was a lectur- 
er and a correspondent, as I never 
could have gotten near the Press 
Department had I traveled as a minis- 
ter. Preachers are about as popular in 
Moscow as the Pope of Rome would 
be ina K. K. K. meeting. 


They asked me what newspaper I 
represented. This question was un- 
looked for, and at the moment caught 
me off my guard; but quickly an- 
swered, the Dover Advance, a news- 


paper published in New Jersey, and ° 


owned by a friend of mine, Mr. Harry 
Gill, who was partly responsible for my 
trip. Had I told them I was in Moscow 
gathering material for The Defender, 
no telling what might have happened. I 
felt that to some degree I was repre- 
senting Mr. Gill’s paper. 


The Dover. Advance seemed like a 
magic word.. The man in this office 
signed a paper admitting me to the 
very center of the Press Department. 
Arriving there, and speaking with a 
woman who understood English, I 
showed her my credentials, and asked 
for a pass to attend the funeral. She 
told me it was out of the question when 
she found that I did not reside in 
Moscow. 


_ She said: “There are only six passes 
issued for newspaper men, and they 
are only given to such as live in this 
city.” But after seeing my forlorn look, 
and yet my determination to attend, 
she ventured a suggestion that if I 
would return at two o’clock, she would 
give me one of the six passes if any 
remained uncalled for. At two o’clock 
I returned, but all of the newspaper 
men had called for their passes. I was 
left out. 


An Evangelist in a Moscow Crowd 

I went down the street, and mingled 
with the tens of thousands. I have 
never seen such a swarm of humanity 
in my life. They had come from all 
parts of Russia. I elbowed my way 
through the throng, all of the time try- 
ing to work another plan in my mind. 
Presently, seeing the Grand Hotel in 
the distance, I decided to go there and 
get in touch with a Russian gentleman 
whom I had learned to know, and ap- 
preciated very much, thinking to dis- 
cuss some plans with him in order that 
together we might find a way by which 
we could attend the funeral without a 
pass, 

Pushing my way a bit further, I 
found myself face to face with seven 
solid lines of policemen, standing as a 
barricade between us and the dense 
parade which occupied the whole 
street, enroute to the Red Square. The 
idea occurred to me that I could create 
some excitement by the use of my 
passport, and impress upon the nearby 
officer that I had to get to the Grand 
Hotel immediately. He saw instantly 
the futile attempt of trying to take me 
around the blocks because of the mob. 
I kept shouting at the top of my voice, 
pointing first at my passport, and then 
over the heads of the multitudes to the 
Grand Hotel in the distance. The only 
way to get me to the Grand Hotel 
would be to take me through the lines 
of officers and break through the 
parade, which often stopped in its 
march. 

This officer actually took me by the 
arm (after I had impressed him suf- 
ficiently by my quick gesticulations 
and the serious, excited look on my 
face) to help me through that mass of 
humanity. Pointing nervously to the 
hands of my watch and at the Grand 
Hotel, he seemed to feel the necessity 
of acting quickly and led me through 
one line of officers after another, 
explaining in his own language to each 
officer as we went until at last we 
came up with the parade. 

At the psychological moment, when 
the march slowed down, he blew his 
whistle, and gestured to the people to 
separate a bit so that I could get 
through. Everyone obeyed. There was 
now a space about two feet wide made 
for my passage. But I did not go very 
far; I should judge about ten or 
twelve yards, when I stopped, dropped 
my head, and became lost in the lines 
of marchers, making my way trium- 
phantly to the Red Square and to the 
funeral of the Chief. 


Another Difficulty 


I had not walked very far before I 
was gripped with the fear of what I 
should do when the reckoning hour 
came, for I was absolutely sure I would 
have to give an account of myself 
somewhere, and I had no pass. Every- 
body else had one. They seemed proud 
of the fact. The farther I walked, the 
more my fear increased, until present- 
ly a plainclothes gentleman touched 
my elbow, tried to speak to me, aitd 
all I had tosay was: “I am an Ameri- 
can.” 

I pulled out my passport, but it did 
not avail. He was gone. I was order- 
ed to stand still. I stood. Presently 
he returned. By his side was a young 
woman, an American, now working in 
Russia. She walked with him to my 


side, and said: “This is a detective of 


the G. P. U. He wishes me to be your 
interpreter that he might speak with 
you.” I said to her: “What does the 
gentleman want?” She replied: “He 
wants to know where your pass is.” “I 
have no pass.” “The gentleman wants 
to know how did you get in on the 
march, and what are your plans.” In 
the most unassuming manner [ could 
command, I replied: “Would you please 
tell the gentleman I have no pass, but 
while at the Grand Hotel, I was grip- 
ped with such an intense desire to at- 
tend this funeral, that I made an at- 
tempt to break in on the march, and 
have succeeded. Tell him, please, I am 
an American tourist, and that I would 
be so happy if privileged to continue 
on.

The detective looked at me; he look- 
ed at the two armies of marchers that 


‘had now caught up with us, marching 


one on either side, and at the two great 
bands playing on both sides of the 
columns of people. He looked-at the 
thousands of people surrounding us. 
He saw the hopeless situation of send- 
ing me back to the Grand Hotel, or of 
any way of leading me out of that mob 
of marchers. He finally nodded to me 
and speaking to the interpreter said: 
“Feel free to stay; get the most out of 
the ceremonies.” I nodded to him, say- 
ing: “Thank you”, and went on. 


Stalin

half the grand-stand now filled, 4,000 
being seated. The other half was just

I made my way 
to the very front row. When Stalin 
and the leaders arrived, carrying on 
their shoulders the casket in which was 
the body of the Chief of the G. P. U., 
I was approximately eighty fect from 
the world’s most powerful dictator. I 
could see his characteristics. I could 
study his hard face. I shall never for- 
get that brutal countenance. Indeed he 
seemed to me to be a combination of 
fire and steel. 

I believe the people who were there 
were paying very little homage to the 
passing of the Chief. They were more 
interested in worshipping and watch- 
4ng Stalin. We worship the Christ be- 
cause He died for our salvation, and 
for what He has done for us. Russia 
has 160,000,000 people who worship 
Stalin, for fear, of what he will do to 
them. 

His methods of tcrture have been 
similar to those of Nero. It was

against his father’s will, Stalin had 
him sent to a little town in the Cau- 
casus Mountains, virtually making him 
a prisoner. The daughter-in-law, Nadeja 
Mironova, he sent to Solovetsky Island, 
better known as the “Region of the 
Damned”, from which human beings 
rarely return. Send all of our Commu- 
nistic Americans to see Stalin, and [ 
venture to say they will come back 
sane.

A Triple Alliance—Modernism, Liberal Judaism, 


and Communism

(GATHER ye together first the 
tares, ar.d bind them in bun- 
dles.” Matt. 13:30. 


Under the subject, A Triple Alliance, 
I want to speak of three deadly evils in 
America today; viz: Modernism, Liber- 
al Judaism and Communism. The first 
of these, Modernism, is really a mis- 
nomer, for there is ncthing modern 
about it, except the garb in which it 
parades. The school of _ so-called 
modern theology really presents no- 
thing more than apostate Judaism, 
camouflaged as Christianity. Never- 
theless it has served its purpose in 
deceiving thousands of unwary pro- 
fessors of Christianity, and is today 
yielding a bountiful harvest of tares. 
We shall come back to this later and 
discuss it more fully. 


What is Judaism? 


Liberal Judaism, contrary to the be- 
lief of many, is not the religion of the 
Old Testament, or the worship of Je- 
hovah as introduced by Abraham and 
established by Moses. The teachings of 
Moses are tabooed by Liberal Judaism, 
and have been since before the days of 
Jesus. Judaism at its best was a 
nationalized, politico-religious regime, 
embracing a mixture of Rabbinical 
traditions and the law of Moses, and 
by the time of Jesus, the teachings of 
the Rabbis had superseded the com- 
mandments of God, for the teachings 
of the law had invented methods of 
evading every restraining or prohibitory 
phase of the law, and taught instead, 
“the commandments of men’. (Mark 
7: 7-8) 

Judaism is not and never was true 
worship of Jehovah as instituted by 
Abraham and Moses. Judaism was orig- 
inated after the kingdom of Israel was 
divided under Jeroboam and reached 
its apostate state soon after the return 


from Babylonian captivity, as can be 
seen in the accounts given by Ezra, 
Nehemiah and Malachi. 


Judaism by the time of Christ had 
divided into three sects; Pharisees, 
Sadducees and Essenees, also a small 
group known as the Herodians; al- 
though it is claimed by some that the 
Herodians and Sadducees were identi- 
cal. Judaism as a whole (excepting the 
remnant spoken of by Paul; Rom. 11: 
5) had apostatized to such extent in 
Jesus’ day, that he delivered his most 
seathing denunciations against their 
hypocrisy, sham and deceit. The Sad- 
ducees had apostatized to the greater 
extent, denying the existence of an- 
gels, spirit and belief in the resur- 
rection. They became the “Liberals” 
of their day and the founders of Liber- 
al Judaism as known today. The Sad- 
ducees were the “elite” of Judah. The 
High Priest of Jesus’ day was of this 
sect. 


The Pharisee sect was the party of 
the eommon people and they were 
sticklers for cutward observance of the 
oral law of Moses, but teaching mainly 
the “traditions of the elders’. A des- 
cription of their status in the time of 
Jesus may be seen in the twenty- 
third chapter of Matthew; however, 
they were the orthodox Jews of that 
day and became the founders of “Or- 
thodox Judaism”. We are only interes- 
ted in the study of “Liberal Judaism” 
or Modern Sadduceeism at this time. 

A few quotations from the Jewish 
Encyclopedia, will help us to under- 
stand what “Liberal Judaism” is: 


Definitions 


“A clear and concise definition of 
Judaism is very difficult to give, for 
the reason that it is not a religion pure 
and simple, based upon creed like 
Christianity or Buddhism, but is one 
inseparable connection with the Jewish 


nation as the depository and guardian 
of the truth held by it for mankind.” 


Teachings 

“Judaism at all times protests most 
emphatically against any infringement 
of its pure monotheistic doctrine, wheth- 
er by dualism of the gnostics or by the 
trinitarianism of the church—The most 
characteristic and essential distinction 
of Judaism from every other system of 
belief and thought, consists in its eth- 
ical monotheism—Not sacrifice, but 
righteous conduct is what wants— 
religion’s only object is to induce man 
to walk in the ways of God and to do 
right”. 

Satan 

“In the Jewish Scripture Satan has 
his place among the angels of heaven 
and is bound to execute the will of God 
—and in the end can only work for 


good.”

“Judaism refutes the idea of an in- 
herent impurity in the flesh—nor does 
Judaism accept the doctrine of original 
sin. Judaism knows no ‘law of sin in 
the body’ of which Paul speaks”. 


Soul 
“The belief, borrowed from Plato, 
that the body is, ‘a prison house of the 
soul’, never took root in Judaism”. 


Heredity 
“Judaism denies that sin is inherited 
from parents—the whole conception »f 
man’s depravity by sin, has no part in 


Judaism”. 
The Future 

“Judaism’s scope lies not in the 
world beyond. Both the hope of re- 
surrection and that of immortality 
came to the Jews from without. Juda- 
ism itself rests on neither. Its sole 
aim and purpose is to render the world 
that now is, a divine kingdom of truth 
and righteousness. One hour devoted 
to repentence and good works in this 
world is more valuable than the entire 
life in the world to come.” 


Merit of Good Works 
“Even the commonest of Jews are 
full of merit on account of the many 
commandments they fulfill. Instead of 
‘blind faith’, Judaism requires good 
works.” 
The Messianic Age 
“The Messianic Age is regarded as 
the one when the heathen world will 
join Judah”. 
The Pentateuch 
“Judaism no longer adheres to the 
Mosaic origin of the Pentateuch.” 


Nature of Judaism. 
“Judaism has a two-fold nature: 1- 
Universal. 2-National. Judaism differs 
from all other religions in that it is not 
a creed or system of beliefs, upon ac- 
ceptance of which redemption or future 
salvation depends. It is a system of 
conduct—a law of righteousness which 
men should follow in order to live 
thereby.” 
Mission of Judaism 
“Judaism by its idea of a divine 
kingdom of truth and righteousness to 
be built on earth, gave to mankind 4 
hope and to history a goal, for which 
to live and strive thru the centuries 
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—Judaism points forward to a state of 
human perfection and bliss to be 
brought about by the complete unfold- 


ing of the divine in man—and herein , 


lies its great distinction also from 
Christianity.” 


Judaism’s Pledge 


“Judaism, parent of both Christiani- 
ty and Islam, holds forth the pledge 
and promise of the unity of the two— 
and to unite all mankind into one bond.” 


We have quoted at length from the 
Jewish Encyclopedia in order to give 
a comprehensive view of what Liberal 
Judaism is today. The thought with 
which we are interested is the similari- 
ty in the teachings of Liberal Judaism 
and Modernism: Indeed the similarity 
is so striking and almost identical that 
one cannot refrain from asking the 
uestion: is not the whole scheme of 

odernism merely a rehash of apostate 
Judaism parading under the guise of 
Christianity for the purpose of carry- 
ing out Judaism’s pledge to “unite all 
mankind into one bond?” 


Judaism and Modernism Contrasted 


The parallelism in the teachings of 
Liberal Judaism as set forth above and 
that of Modernism is perfect. For 
examples, notice in Judaism the doc- 
trine of “selection and evolution”, this 
is the very foundation of Modernism. 
Notice further the program for the 
present: “The sole aim and purpose of 
Judaism is to render the world that 
now is, a divine kingdom.” This coin- 
cides with the great “kingdom pro- 
gram” set forth by the Modernists. 
Notice again, the denial of “resurrec- 
tion and immortality” by Judaism; 
with this most Modernists agree. 
“Judaism points forward to a state of 
HUMAN PERFECTION, to be brought 
about by the COMPLETE UNFOLD- 
ING of the DIVINE IN MAN.” Has 
not this doctrine been sung far and 
wide by our so-called Modernist 
Christians? Judaism instead of “blind 
faith”, requires “good works”. Have 
we not too often heard this phrase 
from the mouths of critics and 
Modernists? And yet, few ever sus- 
pected where it originated. Judaism 
had this phrase long before Christian 
(2) Modernists found it. 

Judaism denies the existence of a 
devil. Do not all Modernists deny the 
existence of the same? Judaism 
teaches hedenism—“One hour of good 
works in this world are more valuable 
than the entire life in the world to 
come.” This philosophy is exactly what 
has been drilled into our High School 
and College groups of today, and out of 
this philosophy grew the new society 
of the “Hedenic Host of Hell Bent 
Heathen” in one of our colleges. Juda- 
ism acknowledges that it “no longer 
adheres to the Mosaic origin of the 
Pentateuch.” So say all Modernists. 
Judaism “knows no law of sin in the 
body of which Paul speaks, nor does 
Judaism accept the doctrine of original 
sin”, With this agrees the teachings of 
Modernists and false cults of all kinds, 
including the Unitarians. The story of 
creation as given in Genesis is called by 
Judaism a “parabolic and_ child-like 
story.” If I mistake not, I have heard 


that phrase from others beside Jews. 


Judaism calls itself a “monotheistic 
religion”, and “protests most emphatic- 
ally against any infringement of its 
pure monotheistic doctrine, whether by 


the dualism of the agnostics or the trin- 
itarianism of the church”. Has not 
Modernism denied the deity of Jesus 
Christ, except in the sense that they 
claim every man is divine, and have 
they not also denied the power and 
personality of the Holy Spirit, thus re- 
ducing the God-head so far as they are 
concerned, to the standard of the Jew- 
ish idea of monotheism ? 

We could carry our comparison fur- 
ther, but we believe that every indivi- 
dual who wants to see the truth, can 
easily see that there is a striking simi- 
larity throughout the entire program; 
and that while Modernism has certain- 
ly produced a tremendous crop of 
“tares” in the field with the wheat, 
these tares were not sown in the nine- 
teenth or twentieth centuries, but in 
the first century of the Christian era. 
The teachings of Modernists are not 
modern at all as the so-called intelli- 
gentia of today, would have us believe. 
Modernism is certainly anything but 
modern. 


The Apostle Paul met the Sadducee 
sect who deny all supernaturalism, an- 
gel, spirit and resurrection. (Acts 23: 
8). He contended with the Judaisers 
who introduced the “merit of law and 
good works” to the Galatians, and he 
constantly met with those who deny 
the deity of Jesus Christ. The “tares” 
have grown among the wheat from the 
early stages of Christianity. 


“Community” Government 


The relation and similarity of Com- 
munism to both Liberal Judaism and 
Modernism is just as striking as that 
of Modernism to Judaism. Communism 
is nothing more or less than the out- 
growth of the thought, system and 
practice of the “community” as insti- 
tuted by the Jews after their disper- 
sion from Palestine in the first Cen- 
tury after Christ. Because of political 
and economic causes, wherever the Jews 
have been driven since their dispersion 
(except in America) they have excited 
more or less aversion and in many 
places driven into small and inadequate 
quarters known as “ghettos”. 


Many people believe that wherever 
the Jews have been persecuted, it has 
always been because of their religion, 
or their strict adherence to the Old Tes- 
tament worship of Jehovah. This how- 
ever, is far from the truth; for long be- 
fore Titus drove the Jews from Jeru- 
salem in A. D. 70, the religion of the 
Jews had become anything else besides 
the religion of Abraham and Moses. 

Being driven into “communities” or 
“ghettos” as they were, the Jews insti- 
tuted the “Kahal”, which some believe 
was in force in Palestine before the dis- 
persion. The “Kahal” was a form, a 
“absolute” community overnment, 
much like, if not identical with, the sys- 
tem we now know as “Communism.” 


After the destruction of Jerusalem 
the Jews scattered West and North. 
One party known as the Ashkenazi 
went into Germany and Ukraine; the 
other known as the Sepherdim moved 
West into Spain, Portugal and France. 
From these two directions they then 
scattered to all parts of the world, 
those migrating to the Western Hem- 
isphere were chiefly those of the Sep- 
herdim, and usually are orthodox in 
their religion and make reputable cit- 
izens as a whole. The Ashkenazi Jews 
became the “money changers” of the 
world and wherever they settled in 


Europe or Asia they established the 
“Kahal” in each community, and it is 
believed that these community “kahals” 
were a]l united by common bonds and 
secret communications. 

A Very interesting and enlightening 
article is found in the Jewish Ency- 
clopedia under the heading “Kahal”, 
from ‘it we quote the following: 


“The Kahal consists of a certain 
number, usually in proportion to the 
Jewish population. In Cracow it was 
composed of 40 members, in Wilna of 
35 members—never less than 8 mem- 
bers. 

“Apart from the collection of taxes 
and the administration of communal 
institutions, the ‘Kahal’ also regulated 
the affairs of commerce, the accuracy 
of weights and measures, the treatment 
of transient Jewish visitors, the clean- 
ing of the Jewish streets and the oc- 
cupation of butchers, school teachers, 
servants, wine dealers, printers and 
marriage-factors, as well as the office 
of the Rabbi. It regulated also the 
relations between landlords and ten- 
ants”. 


The above quotation will give some 
idea as to the detailed manner in which 
the “Kahal” controlled the lives of the 
inhabitants of the “community”; and 
remember, this “Kahal’’ was “absolute” 
in its authority over the “community”. 
All through the article in the Ency- 
clopedia is to be found the terms “Com- 
munity”, “Communal”, “Code”, ete. 
Terms which have become very famil- 
tar since the arrival of “Communism” 
as we know it today. 

According to the account, the “Ka- 
hal” was operative in Russia among 
the Jewish communities in the Nine- 
teenth. Century, but was discarded in 
the year 1844 (except in some minor 
places where it is believed to have ex- 
isted until the year 1893). It is very 
interesting to note that the community 
“Kahal” ceased to exist in the year 
1844, F is four years before Kar] Marx 
and Friedrich Engels, two apostate 
Jews produced the “Manifesto of the 
Communist Party”, which became the 
bible of Communism; and the principles 
upon which the First International in 
1864 was based, as well as that of the 
Second International in 1889, the Third 
International in 1919 and the Fourth 
International, which is being directed 
now by Leon Trotsky and other com- 
munistic leaders, and according to press 
reports of recent date, has offices and 
organization in New York, and branch- 
es in Chicago, Los Angeles, San Fran- 
cisco, : Salt Lake City, Kansas City, 
Minneapolis, Pittsburg, Boston and 
Philadelphia. 

It is an established fact that “Com- 
munism” as we know it today is of 
Jewish origin, and that the scheme is 
centered not in the peasant or prole- 
tariat peoples of the earth, but in Ash- 
kenazi Jews and is being backed by In- 
ternational Jewish Bankers. Please 
bear in mind that the Ashkenazi Jew is 
not the Orthodox Jew, but the Sadducee 
sect of Jesus’ day who are apostates. 


Conclusion 

In conclusion let us study our topic, 
A Triple Alliance, or the united efforts 
of these evils, viz: Modernism, Liberal 
Judaism and Communism. 

It is not hard for the Bible Student 
to find the spirit of Antichrist oper- 
ative in the alliance of these three

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evils, Modernism bears every mark of 
Antichrist, for, “Who is a liar but he 
that denieth that Jesus is the Christ? 
He is antichrist that denieth the Father 
and the Son”. (1 Jno. 2:22). 

Liberal Judaism certainly bore the 
marks of this spirit of error in the days 
of Jesus, and as we have studied what 
it teaches today we see the spirit of 
Antichrist working in it both religious- 
ly and politically. Communism is most 
assuredly the outgrowth of the work- 
ings of this spirit. Communism is in- 
ternational; Modernism is internation- 
al; Liberal Judaism is international, 
and the alliance of these three evils 
could only be for one purpose, to bring 
about an international religious, po- 
litical and economic amalgamation— 
and this means Antichrist program. 

Liberalism, Judaism of Sadduceeism 
and Apostate Christianity known as 
Modernism are certainly a part of the 
“tares’” sown in the field, as is also 
Islam or Mohammedanism. As we 
have seen, the purpose of Liberal Ju- 
daism and Communism are one, and it 


is strikingly significant that such a 
close alliance has been brought about 
between Liberal Judaism, Modernism 
and Communism, especially so in view 
of the promise and pledge of Judaism 
to “unite the two, (Christianity and Is- 
lam) and to unite all mankind in one 
bond”. This certainly looks like bind- 
ing the “tares” into bundles for burn- 
ing. 

Apostate Christianity is joining 
hands with Apostate Judaism and Com- 
munism and the harvest day cannot be 
far distant. The ultimate objective of 
this hellish alliance is to rid the earth 
of the “idea of God” and to establish a 
world dictatorship under one man, rul- 
ing God out of His own universe. 

The Christian ideals of America have 
been sold into the hands of atheists and 
looters, and the faith of millions of our 
youth has been wrecked by this wicked 
alliance and the only hope for America 
to withstand the attack being made up- 
on her from within and without, is by 
a faithful proclamation of the Gospel 
of Jesus Christ, for through this and 
this alone, is there hope of an awaken- 
ing. 





Agony of Christian Believers in Russia

about actual conditions existing in Russia to- 
day than Mr. Smith. Prior to the coming of 
Jewish Communism, he visited the Empire. In 
spite of the Moscow censorship, he has ways 
for getting information from there. His mis- 
sionary organization has missionaries scattered 
along the Russian border. The disclosures con- 
tained in this article are terrible, but true.) 


ss.) URING the last twelve months 

twelve million people have died of 
hunger. They are dying today—like 
flies—and they are dying in the richest 
agricultural land in Europe—in the 
Ukraine of Russia.” 

Thus writes Mr. W. Williams, an 
American Industrial Magnate, in the 
London Weekly Answers. Continuing, 
Mr. Williams says: 

“T will not further repeat what I 
heard, but state what I actually have 
seen. With my own eyes I saw people 
dying in the streets. It was beyond my 
comprehension. At first I could hard- 
ly believe my eyes. Children, pulling 
themselves together with a final effort 
with their little remaining strength to 
go out into the streets in search of some 
pity. But they were overcome in their 
extremity, and where they fell, on the 
pavement, there they remained, to die. 
These poor children and their fate im- 
pressed me most of all. In Charkow, I 
saw a boy, a mere skeleton lying in the 
middle of the road. Nearby, a second 
boy sat on a heap of refuse, from which 
he picked out some eggshells. In 
crowds the children crawled along the 
streets. They looked for the possible 
leavings, or bits of food, perchance 
fruit,... they behaved like wild hungry 
animals. While the ghost of hunger 
hovers over the villages, parents lead 
their children away and there leave 
them, in the vain hope that somebody 
will take pity on them. 


“The number of famine victims who 
have succumbed in Soviet-Ukraine, I 
cannot definitely state. The statistics 
are silent on the subject. Officially, 
nobody dies of hunger in the Soviet 
Union.” 


From reliable sources it was learned 
(although denied by Bolshevics), that 
about six millions perished from star- 
vation last winter. This is the condi- 
tion of the masses in that “labor para- 
dise” that the propagandists tell us 
about. A terrorizing question one is 
fearful of asking before the face of God 
is: “How many of the number were our 
brothers and sisters in Christ?” Eterni- 
ty alone will reveal what Russian Chris- 
tians have gone through during the last 
seventeen years since the merciless 
Reds ravaged Russia and deliberately 
created the conditions under which the 
people are now struggling. 


The suffering of believers is infinite- 
ly greater, for it is both physical and 
spiritual. Each one is pronounced an 
“enemy of the people” and is dealt with 
accordingly! To believe in the name 
of God is treason against the Moscow 
government. How many perished in 
exile? In prison? In martyrdom? 
Who can tell? The figures are stag- 
gering. And the intensity of hatred to- 
ward them! It is one thing to be killed, 
and another to be tortured for years in 
Siberia, or on some island in the Arc- 
tic Ocean. 


How our hearts go out to the wives, 
the so-called “half-widows”, and chil- 
dren of exiled preachers and outspoken 
Christians! There is no word to de- 
scribe what they endure when sent to 
prison camps. They are often left ut- 
terly penniless with God as their only 
hope, at. we must add, He surely is 
with them in their dark moments. It is 
inspiring to read of the miracles 
that have taken place in behalf of some 
of them. 


The wife of one exile writes in a let- 
ter which was smuggled out of Rus- 
sia: “My husband was cast in jail for 
no other crime than his zeal in pro- 
claiming the Gospel. I learned of the 
hour and train he would be taken away 
in. There they were, surrounded by 
guards. My eyes pierced through the 


crowd and found him. As I was not 
permitted to approach I could only ask 
God to turn his eyes toward me, and He 
did. Weak, exhausted from mistreat- 
ment in prison, he recognized me. Our 
eyes met—how much they said one to 
the other! 


“Cars were filled, doors locked and 
the train started on its long journey. 
Then unexpectedly, all the horrors that 
waited for him in exile, as we knew it 
from others, came upon me. I felt as 
if my heart were bound to the train by 
a cord, and, being pulled out, was bleed- 
ing. Oh, the agony of it! The farther 
the train went, the more the pain grew, 
till finally my strength gave out, and I 
was about to fall. The limit was 
reached..... 


“Then Someone approached me, unit- 
ed Himself with me, blessed me, filled 
my mind, my heart, my soul, my whole 
being with Himself. . . Oh, Jesus, Thou 
hast suffered more. Thy will be done! 
This was said voluntarily, because of 
that new light and strength in my soul. 
I knew that this same Jesus went with 
my beloved husband. 


“My children were waiting. ‘Will 
Mamma bring Daddy home?’ ‘He is 
so good a, ‘Why did they take 
him so cruelly?’ What would have 
happened in that room that night had 
Jesus not come to me in that new and 
glorious way? Now we are able to 
pray for our father and.... rest.” 


This tried one closes her frank mes- 
sage in a very significant way: “Do not 
pity us, for this new revelation of 
Christ is worth the price; do not pity, 
but pray, for we do not know where 
even the next morsel of food will come 
from.” 


(We should add that it is forbidden 
for what few churches remaining, to 
help the family of their exiled pastors 
in order that other pastors will be 
frightened into submission.) 


The Christians of Russia believe that 
the “Great Tribulation” has set in. 


Some of the most heart-breaking let-— 


ters ever written have just been re- 
ceived, and most revolting is the story 
they tell. Here are some excerpts: 


“Many are suffering here in Soviet 
Russia. The legs of one believer were 
frozen. Most of his fingers have fal- 
len off. Some are only skin and bones. 
The rulers torture is to the point of 
exhaustion.” 


“A mother in bitter despair, and wild 
from hunger, having nothing to eat, 
killed her seven-year old girl while she 
was sleeping and then ate her. When 
she struck her the first time the child 
awakened and cried, ‘Mother, what are 

ou doing?’ The second stroke silenced 
her forever, and with a knife she cut 
her throat.” 


“A son had killed his mother and had 
eaten part of her. Later the body was 
found hidden away.” 


“Only the other day the body of a 
dead woman who had died from starva- 
tion was left for twenty-four hours on 
the street. There are many such cases. 
In the villages fifty to sixty bodies 
have been counted ov the streets at one 
time. 

“Thus cannibalism is developing. In 
April a trial was held of a group of 
cannibals who were not killing men, 
women and children for their own use, 
but made a trade of it, selling the meat 
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on the market at a very high price. 
The dead bodies are buried every- 
where, often on the same spot where 
one dies. My uncle and a great friend 
fell down while walking in the garden 
and were buried at the spot. Bodies 
are thrown into old wells. For the 
greatest mass of them big pits are dug 
into which they are thrown by scores. 
The bodies of many people are swollen 
and they wait for their turn to come. 


“The people in Russia are passing at 
the present time through what seems to 
be a final trial. News comes daily 
from there about the unimaginable suf- 
fering of the great majority of the na- 
tion. The horrors of the famine can- 
not be described. In my native village, 
in one of the richest provinces of Rus- 
sia, from fifty to seventy persons are 
dying a of starvation. The gov- 
ernment which took from the peasants 
in January all their produce which 
could be found, up to the last grain, 
provides no help whatever for the fam- 
ishing. Many of my friends and kins- 
men have died during the last few 
months. Others are waiting for the 
same fate. Children are dying on the 
hands of their parents, and parents die 
leaving children without any means of 
livelihood.” 


The above statement is an excerpt 
from a letter received by a Toronto 
citizen revealing the ghastly conditions 
resulting from cannibalism existing in 
Soviet Russia at the present time. The 
citizen is well known and the report is 


. ishment might 


vouched for by the Evening Telegram, 
one of Toronto’s largest newspapers. 
Names are not given for fear that pun- 
e inflicted on the in- 
former. What a terrible condition! 


That Russia is facing a real famine 
this winter there can be no doubt. 
Just recently a visitor from the prov- 
ince of Odessa reached Berlin and made 
the following statement: 


“People are eating weeds, roots and 
straw. They search the holes of mice 
in the fields to find grain. A physician 
was sent by the Soviet authorities to 
combat an epidemic in a certain dis- 
trict. He found no epidemic, but a 
most horrible famine. Most of the men 
and women, swollen from starvation, 
were lying in the houses. Some died, 
and their bodies were eaten. 


“In a village the father of a family 
died. A neighbor came to visit and 
console the family, and found the mem- 
bers gathered around the corpse. He 
asked what they were doing. The 
widowed mother said: “We discuss the 
question whether we have to bury him 
or use his body for food, as we have 
nothing to eat.” 

May God save the United States and 
Canada from the unspeakable evils of 
Communism!

COMMUNISM EXPOSED

6s—TN FEBRUARY, 1929,” writes Dr. 

Louis Richard Patmont, author of, 
The Mystery of Iniquity, one hundred 
prisoners were taken out of Solovetsky 
prison and ordered to dig their graves. 
Thereafter, their legs and arms were 
chopped off, and they were then thrown 
into the graves, where they died in un- 
speakable agony. A Russian priest was. 
executed in the following manner: his 
arms and legs were broken, and he was 
shamefully mutilated otherwise. Wood- 
en pegs then were driven into his head 
through the temples. To complete their 
work, his devilish torturers poured 
moulten lead into his mouth, whereupon 
he was thrown into a cauldron of hot 
water.” 

“According to G. P. U. (the Red sys- 
tem of secret police) rules,’’ continues 
Dr. Patmont, “Russian prisoners are 
forced into icy water to land logs. The 
work begins at 5 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. No breakfast is served. Each 
laborer must perform his given task, no 
matter what his strength may be. At 
times the day’s work is not finished 
until almost midnight. Food rations 
are composed of coarse barley porridge 
and three and one-half ounces of black 
bread. The only protein obtainable is 
in the form of dried fish. Meat is not 
to be secured. Men too weak to work 
are beaten, brutally kicked about, and 
thrown to the ground. As a result, 
many are ruptured and maimed. In 
the summer time, the mosquitoes are 
so numerous that it is impossible to 
escape them. The suffering is intensi- 
fied by insufficient clothing to cover 
the body, in the summer to escape the 
torture of the mosquitoes, and in the 


winter, the torture of the cold. Women 
and girls are compelled to accept the 
advances of the cruel guards. Ex- 
pectant mothers are often taken to the 
forest, never to return.” 


Dr. Patmont, one of the few men to 
get into the interior of Russia in recent 
years and get out alive, declares that 
there is no laughter left in Russia and 
that nobody smiles. Everyone knows 


perfectly well that Russia was far hap- 
pier under the Czar, but no one dares 
to say so. Those who do, die. 


“Many exiles,” he writes, “seek shei- 
ter in remaining church buildings, and 
it is not a rare thing to see from twen- 
ty to thirty corpses carried out in a 
single morning.” 

This is what Lunatcharski, Soviet 
Jewish Commisar of Education, asks: 

“Why should we believe in God?— 
We hate Christianity and Christians. 
Even the best of them must be regard- 
ed as our worst enemies. They preach 
love of one’s neighbor, and pity, which 
is contrary to our principles. Christian 
love is a hindrance to the revolution. 
Down with love of one’s neighbor; 
what we want is hatred. We must 
know how to hate, for only at this 
price can we conquer the universe. We 
have done with the kings of the earth; 
let us now deal with the kinds of the 
skies. The anti-religious campaign 
must not be restricted to Soviet 
be Russia: it should be carried on 
throughout the entire world. The fight 
should also be developed in the Moslem 
and Catholic countries, with the sume 
ends in view and by the same means.” 


Lunatcharski recently died. He no 


doubt went to his “reward.” 

Dr. Patmont’s description of Lenin- 
grad is most illuminating. “The whole 
city,” he writes, “was in a state of neg- 
lect and ruin. Buildings and streets 
were sadly in need of repairs. The 
houses were filthy and overcrowded. 
Homes which formerly housed but a 
single family now gave shelter to one 
or more families in every room. The 
people appeared undernourished and 
poorly clad. Thousands of women, old 
people, and children were lined up in 
front of cooperatives and government 
supply stores with food cards in their 
hands, waiting their turn to buy. 
Thousands of beggars filled the streets; 
hundreds actually starved and were 
dying of exposure. 

“All dwellings were filled to capacity. 
The crowded kitchens presented a cur- 
ious sight: angry women quarrelled 
and fought with each other in order to

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gain the use of the one kitchen stove 
in the house. In some cases, as many 
as six persons of mixed sex lived in a 
single room, many of them degraded 
to the level of animals. Social diseases, 
though combated by the health author- 
ities, were on a fearful increase. Abor- 
tion is legalized and carried out by the 
sanitarists in the public infirmaries. 
Apart from the ‘sample’ institutions, 
hospitals are overcrowded and poorly 
equipped. 

“One young woman who did not ap- 
pear to be more than eighteen years ok 
said that she had been married eighteen 
times and that she was contemplating 
another nuptial venture. Moral degen- 
eracy is in evidence everywhere. any 
young girls, hardly in their ’teens, are 
mothers of children. According to 
communist doctrine, old-fashioned mar- 
riages are to be abolished. Free love 
will be given full sway as soon as the 
restraining influence of bourgeois prej- 
udice has disappeared. 

“Instead of matrimony, men and 
women are permitted to conclude ‘com- 
rade unions,’ which may be dissolved 
at any time at the will of either party. 
Only when a man’s offspring exceeds 
the number his earnings permit him to 
support, is he restrained from making 
new alliances. The new Soviet . law, 
which does not contain a definition of 
matrimony, classifies marriages. as 
‘registered’ and ‘actual’ (not register- 
ed). According to this law, it is not 
a crime to possess one ‘legal’ and one 
or more ‘actual’ wives. Bigamy and 
polygamy may therefore be practiced 
without legal embarrassment. This law 
has no provisions made against the un- 
ion between blood relatives or insane 
persons. The wife need not share the 
name of her husband and is under no 
obligation to follow him. A divorce 
may be obtained within ten minutes 
after application has been made for it, 
and by the wish of either party. It is 
the government’s ultimate aim to raise 
all the children in state institutions. 
Communist leaders claim that most 
parents are unable to give their chil- 
dren a ‘proper’ communist training. 
Family privacy and family loyalty must 
be discarded with all old ideals and 
traditions which have no place in the 
structure of the Soviet regime. The 
greatest indictment against the Soviets 
is the multitude of children of question- 
able parentage, victims of the Soviets’ 
war on the family.” 

The law of the Communists is the law 
of the jungle. Here is what they be- 
lieve: “Just as man lived originally like 
his ape ancestors, enjoying sexual 
freedom, pairing off only in the time of 
sex urge, so the coming Communist 
must learn that the welfare of the 
group or society (the pack), and_not 
the individual’s comfort and salvation, 
is to be the chief concern.” ; 


The author of The Mystery of In- 
iquity says that “a visit to Leningrad, 
once the proud capital of Russia, now 
a crumbling ghost city, is sufficient to 
convince anyone who has known the 
city in pre-war days, that Bolshevism 
is a destructive rather than a construc- 
tive force.” 

In fact, “The much-heralded Soviet 
prosperity is pure bunk. Soviet pro- 
paganda is a dangerous poison. The 
best way to cure non-Russian radicals 
is to permit them to visit the U. S. S. R. 
If given an opportunity to live like 


natives, even the most radical of radi- 
cals will come home cured of the com- 
munist mania and will be thankful for 
the privilege of living where they may 
enjoy protection and peace.” 

His description of the life of the 
children of Russia is most revolting. 
I quote verbatim: 

“Millions of unfortunates, mere boys 
and girls, are condemned to live the 
life of vagrants along the countryside. 
They do not know their parents. They 
are filthy and in rags, infested with 
vermin, prostituted and infected with 
venereal diseases. The drug habit has 
assumed alarming proportions among 
them. They are unfit for decent hu- 
man society and most rob and beg in 
order to live. The only places where 
they are allowed to sleep are the sew- 
ers of the cities, other underground 
places of refuge, and in the railroad 
stations.” 

Following is a most realistic picture 
taken from The Mystery of Iniquity. 
It speaks for itself: 

“To more surely extinguish the last 
remaining flicker of religious feeling 
existing even among such homeless, 
eseig A waifs of the street, groups of 
them have been rounded up and locked 
in a large room where they had no ac- 
cess to food, and matters proceed 
somewhat in this manner: 

“After some time an individual ap- 

ars and asks, ‘Children, are you 
ungty ?’ 

“*Yes’, the children cry, ‘please give 
us some food!’ 

“With pretended piety, their ques- 
tioner responds, “If you need food, you 
must pray to é 

“But, although his advice is heeded, 
the place of detention remains locked, 
and no food is forthcoming. 

“Again the door opens. 

“Again the questioner, none other 
than a G. P. U. police officer, asks, 
‘Children, did God send you bread?’ 
to which of course the children reply in 
the negative. 

“The officer then points out the pic- 
ture of Lenin hanging on the wall, urg- 
ing them to bow in customary venera- 
tion and ask him for food. The hungry 
children readily do this, whereupon the 
doors are opened and food is brought 
in. 

“‘There is no God,’ the little unfor- 
tunates are told. All prayer is bunk, 
and all religion is humbug. Respect 
for the will of the U. S. S. R. govern- 
ment and its rules, they are assured, 
alone is sufficient for human welfare.” 

It seems to me that I have already 
answered the question “Do we want 
Communism?” How anyone in his or 
her right senses could advocate such 
practices is beyond my comprehension. 
God speed the day when Bolshevism 
shall be nothing but a mad nightmare 
of the past and when a new govern- 
ment shall be established in Russia 
under which the glorious Gospel of the 
Lord Jesus Christ may be freely pro- 
claimed. That day cannot come too 
soon. True, Russia is far away and 
therefore it 1s hard to arouse Christians 
in America and other lands to the seri- 
ousness of the calamities through which 
white men and women living on one- 
sixth of the earth’s area are passing. 
When the story is fully told it will be 
recognized as a story of the blackest 
eanee of all history, for it has no par- 
a .

f geeenry’ is no thing, from the dust of 
our feet to the twinkling stars high 
above our heads, but is speaking to us. 
It is our duty, and should be our pleas- 
ure, to catch their faintest whispers 
of information and inspiration to us. 
It was Shakespeare who wrote, “Books 
in the running brooks, sermons in 
stones, and good in everything”. 


Then be not surprised, young people, 
if we shall find a rich thought-provok- 
ing field of study in this “black dia- 
mond”. We are going to gouge into 
its life, past and present, to see what 
well-worthwhile lessons we can learn. 


As you stroll along the way look 
down at your feet, see that discarded, 
neglected and trampled-upon piece of 
coal. Stoop down and pick it up. Hold 
it up in your hand. Turn it well a- 
round. Now be silent! Listen well. It 
will whisper to you. Only the mind 
learning to think will be able to inter- 
pret. High school and college students 
should be in that class. It pays to 
think. By thinking we grow. We con- 
quer by thinking—thinking the right 
kinds of thoughts, about our God, and 
about ourselves, and about our need of 
Him. 

Then what is the very first impres- 
sion a young student is apt to get from 
the “black Samond”? Perhaps we ali 
may agree. Is it not just this: “How 
horribly ugly!” Not a line of beauty. 
Naught of attractiveness, save a dull 
luster. How deplorable! Not a feature 
of comeliness! In this day when young 
people major in good looks, what may 
they find to interest them in so un- 
attractive’ an object? What a disap- 
pointment, then, is my “black dia- 
mond”! 


But let us not give up. Stand by our 
study. Even ugliness has its important 
lessons. The consolations of an ugly 
boy or an ugly girl—if there still be 
any such a specimen of feminine hu- 
manity in this day of “beauty parlors” 
and women make-ups generally, is that, 
they never need to fear that they shall 
become ugly! All such persons have 
every vate to look forward to im- 
provement. If they progress at all it 
must be along lines of better looks! 

This is no joke. The more beautiful 
a woman is; the more handsome a 
young man is, the greater the danger 
of becoming down-right ugly later. 
The most beautiful woman I ever saw 
turned to be positively ugly almost 
over night, due to a spell of illness. 
There was no other way she could turn! 
On the other hand, a young woman I 
once knew whose face was so far from 
pretty I felt it might pain her, later 
in life grew to be actually handsome! 
She could grow in no other direction. 

The brilliant diamond under heat 
turns to black and unsightly carbon, 
while the ugly “black diamond”, our 
common coal, has been transformed in- 
to a brilliant, beautiful, scintillating 
white diamond by the skill of modern 
scientists. 

We have ever heard, “Beauty is only 
skin deep, while ugliness is to the 


bone”. Is this the reason why so many 
rugged faced, raw boned, red headed 


and outlandishly ugly men are able to 
win and wed such beautiful and lovely 
women? Or is it just following the law 
that “opposites attract”? Some one 
claims that it is due, rather, to wom- 
an’s sympathy for “the under dog”. 
When we find some of the best educat- 
ed and most beautiful women marrying 
so far below their equals, we are con- 
strained to accept this theory. 

But the ugly thing I hold in my hand 
is also our useful fuel. Once it was 
beautiful. It would be impossible to 
fitly picture the bewitching beauty of 
a primeval forest of ferns. What 
stately trees! What immense trunks! 
What artistic foliage! What a mass of 
charm and mixture of beauty! Yet it 
did not last. It went down before Na- 
ture’s storm forces which swept the 
fern forests into their graves. The 
thing of beauty is there to be trans- 
formed into a thing of ugliness. But 
that ugliness will not detract from use- 
fulness. This is the world’s greatest 
day of emphasis upon service. And 
the demand is efficiency in service. 
The useless is cast into the discard— 
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He knows the Problems of Young 
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whether thing or person. Coal meets 
fully this demand of efficient service in 
that it yields itself wholly to man’s 
need. It is actually consumed in its 
service. The silly slogan of today on 
the lips of the frivolous is, “Be good to 
yourself”. But he who would serve 
well his day and generation must liter- 
ally lay himself out on the altar of 
human need. Just as the coal is full 
consumed in producing steam wit 
which to operate our mills, drive our 
ships and run our engines of power and 
progress. It never is good to itself. 
Nor should any young person ever be 
found coddling self. Rather grip your- 
self; conquer self; command yourself. 


Ever thus have men arisen to import- 
ance and power. Here is the rule with- 
out an exception—truly speaking. 


A dozen boys answered the adver- 
tisement of a merchant prince in one 
of our great cities. Eleven grew tired, 
one after the other, of the “senseless, 
useless” job of assorting “a lot of old 
junk in a box,” up in a dark, hot gar- 
ret. Only the one stuck all day through 
to the tiresome task. At the close of 
the day, and at the bottom of the box, 
he found a five dollar gold piece. Tak- 
ing this to the merchant he said, “I 
have assorted all the bolts, nuts and 
different pieces, down to the bottom of 
the box, where I found this money”. 
When the merchant went up into the 
garret he found that perfect system 
had characterized the boy’s work, and 
full honesty his final dealings. “I want 
YOU”, he said, and the boy became 
first an errand boy, later a clerk, then 
a partner, and finally the sole owner of 
the great mercantile establishment. 
Why not? He did not spare himself. 
He was not “good to” himself. To be 
good to yourself is really being bad to 
yourself, as the other boys found out. 
Whoever would succeed in this busy, 
bristling, battling age of competition 
must “spend and be spent” for the wel- 
fare of others. Get to the office a lit- 
tle ahead of the opening hour; stay a 
bit after five o’clock in the afternoon; 
it will pay big! 

Then the “black diamond” has a 
great lesson of patience for the youth 
of our day. For long cycles of time the 
fern forests lay buried beneath the 
crust of the earth in silence and dark- 
ness, with no prospect of any day 
dawning when men would delve deep 
into the heart of the earth and bring it 
forth to be crowned the king of Fuels. 
“All things come to him who waits”, we 
have impatiently twisted into, all things 
come to him who works. But it is said 
that 90% of the merchants fail. A very 
large percent of all business men are 
failures. Despite our desperate dashes 
into daily service, we find that work 
alone will not bring success. The Holy 
Book puts it in a peculiar way: “Except 
the Lord build the house, they labor in 
vain that build it”. It is well to work: 
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but after the toil too often comes tur- 
moil. There is some thing lacking. 
“Wait on the Lord”, says the Psalm- 
ist. We all need to take God into part- 
nership with us in our work. Many of 
the greatest business successes in Amer- 
ica have tested out fully this plan. 
Remember John Wanamaker, recall Mr. 
Converse, the locomotive builder, H. Z. 
Duke of Texas, Alexander Kerr, the 
fruit jar manufacturer of Oklahoma 
and California. These men worked and 
waited on the Lord. When the great 
earthquake came in California compar- 
atively recently, Mr. Kerr committed 
his big warehouse in San Francisco to 
his unseen and silent Partner. Pictures 
are still to be seen which show fire 
wrought damage all around that ware- 
house, but it still stands! How we all, 
young and old, do need this infinitely 
Great Partner! 


We are realizing just now throughout 
the world but particularly in the United 
States, that the building up of top- 
heavy big business concerns and great 
financial fortunes, until 100 rich men 
in our nation are in control of our fi- 
nances and our fortunes generally, in- 
dicates that something is wrong, and 
that more than effort and energy will 
be required to right us. 


The outstanding feature of our age 
is feverishness. Every body is rushing 
on. We are all in a_ great hurry. 
Every body wants to enter the mad race 
for riches and win. There is a money 
mania. “Get rich quick” schemes are 
increasing daily. Our race is burning 
itself out. We need to learn a lesson 
of patience from the buried coal. We 
should patiently do our tasks. 


Finally, this coal has not been on the 
surface. It is found deep down in the 
heart of the earth. Few fine things 
are found on the surface. We get most 
of our gold by digging deep down into 
the bowels of the earth. Always it is, 
as the old Romans said, “Through dif- 
ficulties to the stars”. Shallow serv- 
ice never brings substantial success. 
Few brilliant men in college succeed. 
The brilliant student takes success for 
granted, while the average student 
knows he must work hard to win. 
Rarely do valedictorians fulfil their 
promise. Genius may graduate them 
high up in the class, but hard work 
alone can keep them in the forefront of 


business success. 


Real success never comes as “good 
luck”. He who would succeed in life 
better go to his dictionary and write 
the letter “P” before the word “luck.” 
In this age the shallow seeker after 
success is a simpleton! To skim on the 
surface in school may fool the family, 
but not the public! 

It’s a good story that never can wear 
out: He barely squeezed through col- 
lege—“by the skin of his teeth”. At 
last all was over, and he turned his 
face homeward. The mother, aware of 
college boy emptiness, prepared a fill- 
ing meal. Father drove to the station, 
proud to bring home his only child, now 
a college graduate! The greetings duly 
done, mother announced the meal ready. 
The old fashion “blessing”? asked, the 
smart son, all too ready to display his 
school accomplishments, turned to his 
simple hearted mother and _ asked, 
“Mother, can you prove there are three 
chickens on this table?” While her 
eyes twinkle with pardonable pride in 
her graduate son she confessed that she 
could not. Inflated by victory, the son 
triumphantly turned to his sire to in- 
quire, “Father, can you prove there are 
three chickens on this table?” The 
father scrutinized both fowls and gave 
up. “No, my son, I cannot. Can you?” 

“O yes, I can”, replied the boy. “Is 
not this one?” The father said, “Yes, 
that IS one”. “And is not this two?” 
asked the son. Taking greater care to 
make sure it was not phantom instead 
of a fowl, the father finally admitted it 
was two. “Well, do not one and two 
make three?” asked the son. “Well, 
mother, you eat number one, I'll eat 
number two, and son may fill up on 
number three”, said the farmer-philoso- 
pher. 

The “dads” of our day may dress an- 
tiquately, stick a napkin to their necks, 
eat with the knife, and so act general- 
ly as to look like fools to the modern 
youth but beware of discrediting their 
wits. Out of a long and buried past 
they bring rich experiences and vast ob- 
servation, both of which would be in- 
— to youth, were they accept- 
able. 

The danger of our hour is lack of 
depth! Go down; bore deep; wait pa- 
tiently. Study the “black diamond”. 
Nothing can take the place of depth. 
Even the Christ had to drink the cup 
to its dregs that we might be saved. 
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HRIST’S statement: “Today shalt 
thou be with me in paradise” (Luke 
23:48) to the penitent thief on the 
cross, is a religious classic, beautiful 
in sentiment, profound in meaning and 
true in fact. It gives encouragement 
to any seeking sinner, no matter how 
bad, who will trust Christ, because this 
penitent thief was the worst form of 
thief, or he would not have been pun- 
ished by crucifixion. 

The thief’s salvation is a remarkable 
story of Christ’s Grace, and the truth 
of sudden conversion (Luke 23:39-43): 
“And one of the malefactors which 
were hanged railed on him, saying, If 
thou be Christ, save thyself and us. 
But the other answering rebuked him, 


saying, Dost not thou fear God, seeing 
thou art in the same condemnation? 
And we indeed justly, for we receive 
the due reward of our deeds: but this 
man hath done nothing amiss. And he 
said unto Jesus, Lord, remember me 
when thou comest into thy kingdom. 
And Jesus said unto him, Verily I say 
unto thee, Today shalt thou be with me 
in paradise.” 


As Christ hung on the cross between 
the two thieves, they with the soldiers, 
Pharisees, Greeks and others, mocked 
Him (Matt. 27:38-44): “Then there 
were two thieves crucified with him, 
one on the right hand, and another on 
the left. And they that passed by re- 
viled him, wagging their heads, And 
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saying, Thou that destroyest the tem- 
ple, and buildest it in three days, save 
thyself.” 


Some pen pictures of the thief on the 
cross according to Scripture: 


(1) Mocking Christ is the first pic- 
ture we see of this thief as he joined 
the Pharisees against Christ: “He 
saved others; Himself he cannot save” 
and both of the thieves “cast the same 
in his teeth.” Is not this just about as 
vile a sin as a man can commit? 
Mocking and reviling Christ! Yet, in 
the beginning, this is what the thief 
did. 

(2) Conviction is our next picture cf 
the thief, and he seems now thoroughly 
convicted of his sin against Christ: 
“And one of the malefactors which 
were hanged railed on Him, saying, If 
thou be Christ, save Thyself and us. 
But the other answering rebuked him.” 


(3) Reflecting, or talking to himself, 
is the next picture given of the thief 
on the cross, and he had a change of 
mind toward Christ after hearing our 
Lord pray for His enemies: “Father, 
forgive them, for they know not what 
they do.” The thief evidently became 
convinced that Jesus was the Son of 
God or He could not have forgiven His 
enemies in the manner that He did and 
prayed for the Father to forgive them 
for their cruel crime against Him. 
was this that convinced the thief in his 
dying agonies. 


(4) Broken in heart is our next pic- 
ture of the thief on the cross, and we 
hear him rebuke his companion, say- 
ing: “Dost thou not fear God?” It’s 
well when God’s fear comes upon any 
man because “The fear of God is the 
beginning of wisdom.” We also read 
in Acts “Great fear fell upon the peo- 
ple.” God’s Word declares (Psa. 51: 
17): “A byoken and a contrite heart, 
O God, thou wilt not despise.” 


(5) Confessing his sins is the next 
picture we see of the thief on the cross. 
Note his words “We indeed justly.” 
It is impossible for any man to be 
saved unless he is willing to admit that 
he is a lost sinner and needs Christ. 
The Prodigal said: “I have sinned 
against heaven, and before thee”. 
God’s Word also declares (Prov. 
28:18): “He that covereth his sins shall 
not prosper; but whoso confesseth and 
forsaketh them shall have mercy.” 
The sinner must see himself as a lost 
sinner, in need of a-Saviour, if he is 
to be saved. 


(6) Justifying Christ is the next pic- 
ture given of the thief on the cross. 
Note his defense of Christ: “This man 
hath done nothing amiss.” You will 
please notice that when the thief 
changed his mind toward Christ, that 
is, had an open mind after he heard 
Christ speak and pray for his enemies, 
his entire attitude underwent a change, 
and now we see him justifying and de- 
fending Christ: “That at the name of 
Jesus every knee should bow, of things 
in heaven, and things in earth, and 
things under the earth; and that every 
tongue should confess that Jesus Christ 
rd Lord, to the glory of God the Fa- 

er. 


The sudden and complete conversion 
of the thief on the cross by faith in the 
Lord Jesus Christ who dying for him 
also died for all sinners and all sin- 
ners must be saved by grace through 
faith only, exactly like the thief on the 


a 
oe 


cross was saved. God gave him as an 
example of salvation by grace, only in 
-the Lord’s blood redemption atone- 
ment. . 


(1) Faith is the outstanding means, 
in fact, the only means which connects 
the sinner with the Blood Redemption 
Atonement of Christ and this fact we 
now see manifested in the experience of 
the thief because he declared: “Lord, 
remember me when Thou comest into 
Thy kingdom.” The Thief was brought 
face to face with Christ, and though he 
may have never heard of Christ be- 
fore, he took his one and only oppor- 
tunity to believe and receive Him by 
faith.. God’s Word declares: “So then 
faith cometh by hearing, and hearing 
by the word of God.” The thief heard 
Christ in person and believed and was 
saved. The sinner today hears Christ 
through a saved Gospel Minister and 
the moment he believes and trusts 
Christ he is saved, (Rom. 10:138-15) 


(2) Confession of Christ boldly is the 
next thing we notice about the penitent 
thief on the cross, and as the blood 
trickled down Christ’s face and body 
the thief said in addressing Christ: 
“Lord”. Just the moment that any 
man calls Christ, “Lord”, from the 
heart after hearing the Gospel, guided 
by the Holy Spirit, he is saved: (1 Cor. 
12:3) “Wherefore I give you to under- 
stand, that no man speaking by the 
Spirit of God calleth Jesus accursed: 
and that no man can say that Jesus is 
the Lord, but by the Holy Ghost.” 


(3) Request granted to the thief who 
said “Lord remember me” because 
Christ plainly stated: “Today shalt 
thou be with me in paradise.” Salva- 
tion is always an instant matter, and 
the penitent sinner is saved the very 
moment he or she by faith definitely 
trusts the soul to Christ, because God’s 
Word declares: “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt (Shalt 
means right now—instantaneous) be 
saved” (Acts 16:31). 


(4) Darkness at this time over- 
spreads the earth and the Lord, whose 
clothes had been stripped from Him, 
was draped in darkness by the hand 
of God Who heard Christ’s prayer previ- 
ously prayed in Gethsemane: “If it be 
possible, let this cup pass from me”, in 
that God did not let his body die in 
Gethsemane when great drops of bloody 
sweat came out of His flesh: “Who in 
the days of his flesh, when he had of- 
fered up prayers and supplications 
with strong crying and tears unto him 
that was able to deliver him from 
death, and was heard in that he 
obeyed.” Christ did not pray to be de- 
livered from the cross because that was 
the “joy” that was set before him, 
(Heb. 12:2) “Looking unto Jesus the 
author and finisher of our faith; who 
for the joy that set before him endured 
the cross, despising the shame, and is 


set down at the right hand of the 


throne of God. 


The last act which climaxed the min- 
istry of the Son of God was to save 
the penitent thief and deliver his soul 
from Satan and this is what Christ 
offers to do today for every penitent 
sinner who will receive salvation by 
faith. Satan who thought to snatch 
the thief’s soul into a Christless eter- 
nity failed to reckon with the power 
of the crucified Christ which was 
prophesied in the Old Testament: 
(Isa. 49:24,25) “Shall the prey be tak- 
en from the mighty, or the lawful cap- 
tive delivered? But this saith the 
Lord, even the captives of the mighty 
shall be taken away, and the prey of 
the terrible shall be delivered; for I 
will contend with him that contendeth 
with thee, and I will save thy children.” 


Salvation is absolutely distinct and 
separate from all human works of 
every sort, or the penitent thief could 
never have been saved as completely 
as though he had been a Christian for 
scores of years. Human works do 
not enter into salvation because Christ 
declared that He had finished the work 
which God sent Him to do, and de- 
clared on the cross “It is finished” 
(John 19:30). When Christ was on 
earth and folks asked Him what works 
they might do to be saved, He always 
showed them that there was only one 
thing that they could do to be saved, 
and that was to believe on Him (John 
6:28,29): “Then said they unto him, 
What shall we do, that we might work 
the works of God? Jesus answered and 
said unto them, This is the work of 
God, that ye believe on him whom he 
hath sent.” 


Salvation is distinctly separate and 
apart from the Church ordinances of 
Baptism and the Lord’s Supper, or else 
the thief could have never been saved 
completely without either Baptism or 
the Lord’s Supper, hence we see neither 
is essential nor necessary to salvation 
today because everybody must be saved 
exactly alike by the Blood Redemption 
Righteousness of Christ only: (Rom. 
83:24-26) “Being justified freely by his 
grace through the redemption that is 
in Christ Jesus: Whom God hath set 
forth to be a propitiation through faith 
in his blood, to declare his righteous- 
ness for the remission of sins that are 
past, through the forbearance of God: 
To declare, I say, at this time his 
righteousness: that he might be just, 
and the justifier of him which believ- 
eth in Jesus.’ The Apostle Paul 
prayed earnestly for the lost Israelites 
of his day because they trusted in their 
own righteousness, religious ordinances 
and law-works, instead of the right- 
eousness of Jesus Christ Whose divine 
righteousness is the only way by which 
any sinner can possibly be saved. 

There are two sides to the cross—

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God’s side and man’s side—which side 
of the cross are you on? Mayn’s side 
in unbelief or God’s side in salvation. 
Having seen that the penitent thief 
was not and could not be saved by good 
works, and was not and could not be 
saved by baptism, but solely, wholly, 
and only by faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ because the Lord said: “Today 
shalt thou be with me in paradise’, this 
settles forever, the one and only way 
a sinner can get to heaven, namely, 
by the Lord Jesus Christ Who is the 
one Mediator between God and men: 
(1 Tim. 2:5,6) “For there is one God, 
and one mediator between God and 
men, the man Christ Jesus; Who gave 
himself a ransom for all, to be testified 
in due time.” 


People who do not believe in sudden 
tonversion, I remind you that in the 
morning the thief was a condemned 
criminal, and in the evening saved from 
all his sins.

45:22) 
“Look unto me, and be ye saved, all 
the ends of the earth.” Christ’s Call 
(Mat. 11:28) “Come unto me all ye that 
labor and are heavy laden, and I will 
give you rest.” Holy Spirit’s Call 
(Rev. 22:17) “The Spirit and the Bride 
say come. ... Whosoever will, let him 
take of the water of life freely.”

66QIEE that ye refuse not him that 

kJ speaketh. For if they escaped 
not who refused him that spake on 
earth, much more shall not we escape, 
if we turn away from him that speak- 
eth from heaven; Whose voice shook 
the earth: but now he has_ promised, 
saying, YET ONCE MORE I shake 
not the earth only, but also heaven. 
Hebrews 12:25-26. 


“And men shall go into the holes of 
the rocks, and into the caves of the 
earth, for fear of the Lord and for the 
glory of his majesty, when he ariseth 
to shake mightily the earth. In that 
day a man shall cast his idols of silver, 
and his idols of gold, which they made 
each one for himself to worship, to the 
moles and to the bats; To go into the 
clefts of the rocks, and into the tops of 
the ragged rocks, for fear of the Lord, 
and for the glory of his majesty, when 
he ariseth to shake mightily the earth.” 
Isaiah 2:19-21. 


“For thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
Yet once, it is a little while, and I will 
shake the heavens, and the earth, and 
the sea, and the dry land; And I will 
shake all nations; and the desire of all 
nations shall come; and I will fill this 
house with glory, saith the Lord of 
hosts.” Haggai 2:6-7. 


The study of the prophetic Word in 
these days is one of the most inspiring 
and most comforting ways of passing 
one’s time. God spoke through His 
la Amos and said that: “Surely 

e would do nothing except he first re- 
veal it to his prophets.” If a thing is 
— it certainly is to be under- 
stood. 


The above texts are pertinent to 
these very days when truly the earth is 
shaking. Yes, shaking in many ways! 


“YET ONCE MORE” is used in the 
above quotation from Hebrews to re- 
veal a future shaking of the earth. It 
also establishes the fact that there has 
been a shaking before. We may not ail 
agree as to just when this previous 
“shaking of the earth” took place but 
scientists and Bible scholars alike be- 
lieve that there has been just such an 
occurrence. It is not the purpose of 
this article to settle that question, but 
to see if we have any way of ascertain- 
ing when the next shaking is to take 
place. If possible, then may we all be 
awakened and not be caught in the dis- 
aster. The language of the text also 
implies that the former shaking may 
have had to do with the earth only, but 
the next will be of a far wider scope, 
namely, earth, sea, dry land, heavens, 
and nations. 


Earthquakes 


The word “tremble” means to be 
agitated with quick, short vibratory 
motions; to shiver, to quiver and to 

uake. For proof of the correctness of 
this definition in respect to the earth 
let us just glimpse at the papers of our 
day. No period of the earth’s history 
has recorded such a number of quakes 
as have occurred since the year 1914. 
The London Star has called 1923 “the 
year of trembling”. 


Just a few examples taken at ran- 
dom from the daily papers: March 10, 


1933, California visited with 23 shocks; 
January 6, 1934, “Earth cracks found 
in Nevada. One crack is nearly 5 
miles long and from a foot to five feet 
wide, from a few feet deep at the ends 
to unknown depths at the center.” 
“Whole mountain moving in Colorado. 
It has moved 10 feet from its former 
position. The cause is presumed to be 
coal burning in the interior of the 
earth.” March 23, 1934, “A mile and 
one-half bank of Mt. Hercules loosened 
from the mountain is slowly engulfing 
the outskirts of Sante Agata Feltria, 
Italy a town of 5,000 people.” March 
16, 1934 Roquebilliere, France, ‘1,800 
villagers, refusing to heed the warn- 
ing t> leave their homes, prayed today 
that a moving mountain, whose shifting 
earth and widening cracks threatened 
a disastrous land-slide, might be halted 
by supernatural intervention.” April 
4, 1934, there was a huge mountain of 
rock which broke loose and fell into 
the sea off the coast of Norway, en- 
gulfed a whole village. The latest dis- 
aster in Norway, was when a ship was 
wrecked and 1,000 passengers nearly 
lost their lives. The pilot, who had 
navigated that stream for over 30 
years, said the accident was caused by 
the raising of the bed of the stream 
and its shifting, thus hiding the rocks. 

We are led to ask: “What is causing 
all this shaking and shifting?” 

In March we have an account of that 
unusual quake in Kosmo, Utah which 
caused wells to spout forth and flood 
extensive areas, with huge cracks open- 
ing up in the earth causing a terrific 
roar. These cracks extended several 
miles, the face of the earth dropping 
14 inches in places. All the cracks had 
to be filled in before highway traffic 
could be resumed. Quakes have been 
recorded in parts of New York where 
they have never been known before, 
and have been given as the cause of 
landslides where three people were 
crushed as their cars were caught by 
the falling of loose earth. 


These are in our own country, but 
we have records of even more terrible 
and more destructive quakes and 
storms across the waters. December, 
1933, the Black Sea was the center of 
a terrific quake. It lasted over three 
hours and was felt in England, Bel- 

ium, India, Germany, Canada and 

ustralia. June 20, 1934, “Istanbul, 
Turkey reported earthquake shocks in 
the region of Smyrna, and Syria. These 
were accompanied by cloudbursts and 
hail. Houses were crumbled and panic 
reigned aimong the people.” 


In Part 2, of “World Predictions” by 
Cheiros, he ‘gives a very complete list 
of all the most disastrous quakes since 
1890 up to 1927. As you study this list 
one cannot help but be impressed with 
one thought and that is: “Surely, Je- 
hovah is arising to shake this old earth 
mightily.” 

Freaks of Nature 

So much for the earthquake side of 
the picture. Let us see if there is any- 
thing true as to the predictions for the 
sea and the heavens. A U.S. Navy ex- 
pert has been forecasting disastrous 
floods for the earth from 1936 to 1938, 
basing his predictions on the reappear- 


ing of the Sun spots and their increase 
in number during the next four years. 


In April 1933, a Southern state paper 
records: “A ball of blue fire, lighting 
the sky like day, was seen in the south- 
ern states.” In Oklahoma many claim 
to have seen a meteor fall in the Pan- 
handle section. It was accompanied by 
a thunder-like sound and a shaking of 
the earth. In Oporta, Spain a huge 
meteor fell which caused panic and 
terror among its 1,000 villagers. It was 
said to be the grandest shower in many 
years. In some of the villages the 
priests had the church bells tolled and 
they organized penitential processions 
carrying lighted candles and singing 
hymns. 


Astronomers claim they have dis- 
covered new stars revolving in the 
fashion of pin-wheels. Sun spots are 
blamed for the increase of disease, 
pests and drouths. Scientists assert 
that “the world is held within one- 
eighth of an inch of ruin by the Sun’s 
death rays.” Well, perhaps some of 
the scientists are right in their con- 
clusions, that these Sun spots are caus- 
ing disturbances in nature but so far 
they have failed to tell us what is caus- 
ing all the Sun spots. In what way did 
the Sun spots cause the rain of frogs 
in Colorado, the rain of beetles in Mon- 
tana, the gnats that killed so much 
stock in Arkansas, the falling of red 
snow in Quebec, the falling of blood- 
water in Italy? 


The Shaking of the Nations 


This brings us to the part of our 
text: “and I will shake all nations.” 


As we look at the nations of the 
world today, what nation has not un- 
dergone a “shaking”? The foundations 
of all governments are sliding. Luke 
21:24, “And Jerusalem shall be trodden 
down of the Gentiles till the times of 
the Gentiles be fulfilled.” The period 
known as the “times of the Gentiles” is 
now closing and it involves the batter- 
ing down of the nations. 


Looking at the nations in their pres- 
ent form, we find Russia was the first 
to “shake” and it resulted in the over- 
throw of her Tsar and in its place to- 
day we find Stalin, the Dictator, ruling 
with his Red Communistic group. This

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same Red Communism is_ rapidly 
spreading to all parts of the world. 
Much as we Americans hate to think of 
ourselves falling for such propaganda, 
yet this very Republic’s life is threat- 
ened by the Red hand of Moscow at this 
hour. We are apt to be in the same 
condition as the inhabitants of the 
earth were before the flood broke: “Yet 
they believed not till the very day that 
Noah entered into the ark, and the 
flood came.” Too late then, and that 
promises to be our fate. 


Austria was the next to “shake” off 
the Hapsburg line. Then came Ger- 
many and the overturn of the Hohen- 
zollerns. Spain and Italy have follow- 
ed in their wake and now we find in 
practically all the countries of Europe, 
dictators ruling the people. In our 
own country many are loathe to admit 
that we have a “dictator”, yet our daily 
papers repeatedly speak of the power 
the president has, as being as great as 
those of European rulers, if he chose 
to use them. 

Headlines in our papers confirm 
God’s Word and reveal much to the 
Bible student. In Psalms 33:10, “The 
Lord bringeth the counsel of the heath- 
en to naught: he maketh the devices of 
the people of none effect.” Surely here 
we can find adequate explanation for 
the failure of the conferences, the 
League of Nations, and all the Peace 
Pacts of the nations for have they not 
entirely omitted God in any of the de- 
liberations. 


Saints are Comforted 


The saints know that out of the 
chaos of this dark hour, a plan of sym- 
metric beauty is to be worked out—a 
plan which will usher in the golden age 
after man has gone to his utter ex- 
tremity and failed. 


Five ages are past: the age of In- 
nocence ending with the ruin of Eden, 
the age of Conscience closing with the 
Flood, the age of Human Government 
which climaxed with the collapse of 
Babel, the age of Promise ending with 
Israel’s bondage, and the age of Law 
closing with the tragedy of Calvary. 


In every age, man has proved himself 
to be a failure. And in the present 
age, which will soon close with the re- 
turn of our Blessed Lord, again man is 
proving to be an utter, helpless failure. 
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“TOBACCO cost this nation about 
$3,600,000,000 last year. This means 
almost ten million dollars per day, 
worse than wasted. Even though 
thousands are hungry and lack the bar- 
est necessities of life we spend four 
times as much for tobacco as. for 
bread,” says Virgil C. Finnell in his 
booklet “Truth About Tobacco”. Dr. 
M. L. Hutchins says: “Smoking is one 
of the worst curses of motherhood. A 
smoking mother’s poisoned blood cours- 
ing continually through the child’s body 
vitiates every cell.” A report pub- 
lished by American Assn. for Medico- 
Physical Research: “Sixty per cent of 
all children born to cigarette smoking 
mothers die before they are two years 
of age.” 


miles in diameter. This means that the 
meteor which crashed into Saturn 
must have been about the size of our 
planet. If Saturn is populated, who 
can estimate the damage wrought by 
this celestial catastrophe? 


We think that we can grapple with 
our social, politicul, moral and econo- 
mic problems and solve them, but in 
the grip of an outburst of nature, 
men find themselves utterly helpless. 


Luke’s Gospel says the time will 
come in the end-time when “men’s 
hearts (will fail) them for fear, look- 
ing after the things which are coming 
on the earth: for the powers of heaven 
shall be shaken.” 


Helpless in Nature’s Grasp 


When the newspapers come out with 
a report, some morning, to the effect 
a certain conjunction of planets, the 
sudden discovery of a large comet, an 
impending shower of meteors or the 
appearance of enormous Sun spots on 
the Sun, threaten the entire human 
family with disaster—it will be then 
that “men’s hearts (will fail) them for 
fear.” 


The sixteenth chapter of Revelation, 
contains “great tribulation” language. 
Nature’s age-end convulsions are de- 
scribed as resulting from the pouring 
out of seven vials “of the wrath of God 
upon the earth.” 


The Fourth Vial 

Some interpreters have sought to ex- 
plain away the literal meaning of this 
chapter by introducing all manner of 
unwarranted and_ speculative ideas 
such as making the “sores” of the 
first vial to mean mass immorality, 
the “blood” of the second vial to mean 
spiritual and moral death, the Sun of 
the fourth vial to mean the revived 
Roman Empire, ete. 


It is safer to accept this chapter at 
its plain face value, although it may 
appear difficult to understand at first 
glance. In the struggle between Moses 
and Pharaoh, certain plagues were 
visited upon ancient Egypt which typi- 
fy the judgments of these seven vials. 


Particular attention is called for the 
moment, to the fourth vial. We read: 
“And the fourth angel poured out his 
vial upon the sun; and power was 
given unto him to scorch men with 
fire. And men were scorched with 
great heat, and blasphemed the name 
of God, which hath power over these 
plagues: and they repented not to 
give him glory.” 


This simply means what it says— 
that the heat of the Sun will be great- 
ly intensified, producing a condition 
that will result in famines, drouths, 
voleanic eruptions and other physical 
phenomena. 


The Present Drouth in the Light of 
' Prophecy 


Could there be a prophetic aspect to 
the unheard of heat of the summer 
which is just drawing to a close. Could 
the scorching of the last few months 
be a foretaste of future suffering? 


The blistering heat and the absence 
of rainfall in many parts of the world, 
involves a situation unlike anything 
that has ever before existed. Says a 


head-line in one of America’s largest 
newspapers: “CAUSE OF WORLD- 
WIDE DROUTH IS MYSTERY.” 
Then follows an Associated Press re- 
port in which we road: 


“Scientists, taking cognizance of the 
drouth that overspreads vast regions 
of the United States, England, France, 
and their neighbors, agree the best an- 
swer to the question: ‘Why the 
drouth?’ is—‘Nobody knows’... . Dr. 
Otto Struve, director of the Yerkes 
Observatory, at Williams Bay, Wis., 
says: ‘Most astronomers think there 
may be an indirect connection between 
the drouth and the Sun spots, but 
that connection is not definitely known 
.... The dry siege has brought water 
conservation pleas from English offi- 
cials, damage to crops in France and 
America, and concern to the farmers 
of many grain-growing nations. Anxie- 
ty has prompted peasants in Russia 
and the archbishop of York in England 
to pray for rain and Mohammedans 
have offered animal sacrifices to Allah 
in the interest of obtaining relief.” 


It is reported that eighty per cent of 
the United States has been affected by 
the terrific heat of the Sun during the 
summer. Concerning England, the 
London Times reports: “The drouth 
in England surpasses all of which ac- 
curate records exist. The only compar- 
able calamity is the drouth which is 
suspected to have covered the four 
years—1740 to 1743.” 


From Shanghai, China comes this 
announcement: “Crops have shriveled 
under intense heat. Temperatures in 
many regions have reached as high as 
115 and 120 degrees for weeks at a 
time. Reports from various provinces 
tell tales of pitiful conditions. From 
the province of Anhwei came appeal to 
the national government for help. Five 
ae” thousand face _ starvation 

ere. 


The weather bureau in Washington 
says: “Nothing remotely approaching 
the severity of this combination ap- 
pears in the annals of the weather bu- 
reau. 


Most large newspapers have pub- 
lished the prediction of Nebraska’s 97 
year-old Indian prophet, Hicka Wash- 
ka, who says that the drouth of this 
year is only a prelude to another. He 
says the coming winter will be one of 
many light but insufficient snows and 
that the summer of 1935 will be worse 
than 1934. He based his predictions 
on the way tree foliage is falling now. 


_We are told: “Hicka Washka is the 
fifth in a line of prophets among the 
Sioux Indians.” 


A Belt of “Dead Air” 


An English scientist advanced the 
idea a few days ago, that the entire 
earth is now surrounded by a strata of 
“dead air” which envelopes the globe, a 
condition never before known. There 
have been sections of the earth’s sur- 
face covered in times past, but always 
before only a small portion of the 
planet has been affected. But this 
time it is said to surround the earth at 
a distance of about a mile. How thick 
this belt of “dead air” may be, re- 
mains a matter of speculation. At 
any rate, it prevents the assembling of 
moisture from the earth in the atmos- 
phere. The “dead air” is thought to 
be thicker in the eastern hemisphere 
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than the western hemisphere. 

Scientists subscribing to this view 
are of the opinion that some violent 
convulsion of nature must occur in or- 
der to break up the density of this en- 
velope before the seasons can ever 
expect to be normal again. Only local 
showers of “dead water’, picked up 
from the earth at close range, may be 
expected from the narrow strip of at- 
mosphere between the earth and the 
envelope which now surrounds it. No 
water can get through from the upper 
atmospheric regions because of the 
“dead air.” 

The Blunder Trust 

It is at once evident that the Roose- 
velt Administration, which a year ago 
demanded the destruction of the na- 
tion’s natural resources, the killing of 
cattle and hogs, the destruction of 
grain and farm land, at a time when 
these things were going to be more 
needed than ever before—it is evident 
that the Brain Trust which required 
browbeaten and intimidated farmers 
to do these things, for the first time 
in the history of the Country, was not 
being guided by the Almighty. Wher 
the Washington bureaucracy learns 
how to govern the laws of nature it will 
be time to attempt the control of farm 
production by Socialistic and Com- 
munistic measures. 

There are records in the Bible of 
rainfall being governed by prayer, as 
in James 5:17-18, “Elias was a man 
subject to like passions as we are, and 
he prayed earnestly that it might not 
rain: and it rained not on the earth 
by the space of three years and six 
months. And he prayed again, and the 
heaven gave rain, and the earth 
brought forth her fruit.” 

Plagues and famines have been lift- 
ed by prayer, but only when there was 
repentance and a genuine turning to 
God on the part of the people. Lust 
and filthy living have carried the 
masses of the present generation so 
far away from God that it is to be 
doubted if there are even grounds to 
hope for the kind of humility that 
would be required to bring about an 
act of supernatural intervention in the 
present crisis. 

Indeed, it is prophecied repeatedly 
in connection with the seven vials, that 
“they repented NOT of their deeds.” 


Is There Any Hope? 


Nature was in convulsions in Noah's 
day. Nature is in convulsions in our 
day. “As the days of Noah were, so 
shall also the coming of the Son of 
Man be.” 


Conditions in nature will grow 
steadily worse until a horrible climax 
is reached. The nations have provoked 
the “wrath of God”. 


“Is there any hope,” someone asks. 


Yes, there is hope for the true 
Christian, because “God hath not ap- 
pointed us to wrath.” The church does 
not come under the “wrath of God”. It 
will therefore be RAPTURED before 
the conditions of the end-time become 
unbearable! 


After describing in detail the ter- 
rible conditions that will be existing in 
nature, Jesus (Luke 21:36) says: 
“Watch ye therefore, and pray always, 
that ye may be accounted worthy to 
ESCAPE all these things that shall

The Underlying Causes of our 


National Depression . 


By E. H. Peterson. Published na The 
Benjamin Franklin Society. Pages 
176. Price 50 cents. 


HEN Mr. _ Peterson’s business 

cracked up around him during the 
depression he began asking himself, 
What had become of his money, Where 
had his possessions gone? 

He asked himself; “What, or who, 
caused the financial collapse?” He 
could not believe that the depression 
just happened. To his amazement the 
further he investigated the more evi- 
dence he found that the catastrophe 
had been deliberately planned by a 
group of international Jewish conspir- 
ators. 

He says: “The more I read and 
studied the more startled I became. 
Without prayer and fasting I doubt 
whether I would have ever located the 
material I am privileged to reveal in 
this book.” 

This book comes at an opportune 
time, its appearance being almost si- 
multaneous with the great meeting of 
Jews held in Geneva in August. While 
Communism is an international Jewish 
program, yet it does not take in the 
sum total of Jewry. Therefore, par- 
ticular attention has been paid to press 
announcements that a plan is under 
way to set up a world “super-govern- 
ment” broad enough to embrace all 
Jews the world over, regardless of po- 
litical and religious views. 


Now comes press reports from 
Geneva that a “WORLD JEWISH 
LEAGUE IS PLANNED.” 

Associated Press reports affirm 
that the contemplated organization will 
resemble “the League of Nations in its 
functioning”. International Jews as- 
sembled at Geneva issued the following 
statement: “Henceforth, for us there 
can be but one objective, and that is to 
build Jewish unity through expression 
of the Jewish popular will and fight to 
the finish all those who oppose it.” 

In studying Mr. Peterson’s indict- 
ment, one’s mind harks back instantly 
to the Jewish Talmud, (writings of the 
Rabbis) which advocates a world sys- 
tem of Jewish control. A few quota- 
tions from the Talmud: “Thus Mes- 
siah will not come as long as the mis- 
erable and contemptible reign (of non- 
Jews) endures.” “Before the Gentile 
peoples shall have been annihilated or 
reduced to slavery. ...a long and cruel 
war will be waged. Two thirds of the 
people will perish.” “In the meantime 
the Jews are living in a state of war 
with all Gentile peoples.” “Where it is 
written, ‘Thou shalt not do injury to 
thy neighbor,’ it is not said, ‘Thou shalt 
not do injury to a Gentile’. is 

Martin Luther fought to break the 
control of the Jewish “money changers” 
of his day because of their enslavement 
of the Gentile masses through usury. 


He said: “The Jews are all saturated 
with poison of hate toward us Chris- 
tians.” The Jewish World says: “Fun- 
damentally Judaism is anti-Christian.” 
The Jew, Monsieur Bernard Lazare of 
France, in his book ‘L.’Uutisemitisme’, 
says: “The Jews detest the spirit of the 
nations in the midst of which they 
live.” 

Mr. Peterson’s survey of current 
events in the light of the threats con- 
tained in “The Protocols of the Elders 
of Zion” comes at a time when Rev. 
Hugh W. White, a Presbyterian mis- 
sionary in China, announces that he is 
satisfied that one of the ring-leaders 
who wrote the Protocols was a Jew 
named Asher Ginzberg (also known as 
Achad Ha-am) of Odessa, Russia. 


We are told that there were only 36,- 
000 avowed Communists in Russia in 
November 1917 when Lenin, Trotsky 
and a group of other Jews returned to 
stir up the peasant classes. This pow- 
erful minority, trained in the art of 
agitation and sabotage, was instru- 
mental in overthrowing an empire of 
more than 160,000,000 population. Mr. 
Peterson says: “The same agencies 
which have effected this program in 
Russia are now feverishly at work in 
America and other countries for the 
purpose of repeating a similar plan.” 


The manner in which the Jewish 
Reds proceeded with their program of 
destruction is recorded in a quotation 
taken from The London Times dated 
November 14, 1919. The quotation is 
a letter written by a British Army of- 
ficer in Southern Russia to his wife in 
England. It reads, 


“The Bolshevists are devils. .. I hope 
to send you copies of 64 official pho- 
tos taken by British officers at Odes- 
sa when the town was taken by the 
Bolshevists... I suggest you... make 
them widely known. Their horror may 
make people realize. .. The victim gets 
crucified with nails through his elbows. 
The hands are treated with a solution 
which shrivels the skin. The skin is 
cut out with a razor, round the wrist, 
and peeled off, till it hangs by the 
finger nails—a human glove. The vic- 
tim gets terrified and insane... Oth- 
er photos are of women. Women with 
their breasts cut off to the bone.... 
Passes issued to Bolshevists by com- 
missaries .... authorize holders to ar- 
rest any girl they fancy for use of the 
soldiery.- Sixty-two girls of all classes 
were arrested like this and thrown to 
the Bolshevist troops. Those who 
struggled were killed ... The rest when 
used ... were mutilated and thrown 
dead or dying into the river.... 
Slaughterhouses were choked with 
corpses ... Hundreds of suspects, men, 
women and children, were herded in 
these, doors and windows manned and 
the struggling mass fired into until 
most of them were dead or dying. The 
doors were then locked and they were 
left ... veritable plague spots.... 
causing widespread epidemics ... The 





Bible, to them is a ‘counter-revolution- 
ary’ book to be stamped out . . churches 
are used for anything from movie 
shows to ‘slaughterhouses.’ ” 

There is no question in Mr. Peter- 
son’s mind but what the plot laid down 
in the Protocols is being carried out 
through Communism and other Jewish 
activities. 

“Suppose we go back”, he says, “and 
begin to piece together a step-by-step 
picture of the program by which Com- 
munism has gained its hold upon na- 
tions. On May ist, 1776, there came 
into existence the order of the ‘Illum- 
inati,’ the founder of whom was Dr. 
Adam Weishaupt (Jew) Professor of 
Canon Law in the University of Ingol- 
stadt, a person who had been educated 
among the Jesuits. The creed of the 
Illuminati called for the destruction of 
Christianity and civilization, the prin- 
cipal points being the abolishment of 
ordered government, inheritance, pri- 
vate property, patriotism, family and 
religion. These points were identical 
with those expressed in the ‘Commun- 
ist Manifesto,’ which Karl Marx (Jew) 
published in 1848.” 

We are also told: “The plan of the 
invisible Jewish group is to remain 
invisible until the time arrives when 
no cunning can undermine their 
strength. Their hope lies in a despotic 
ruler.” 

The plan of an eventual “king of the 
Jews”, “despotic ruler” is in keeping, 
Mr. Peterson believes, with a series of 
Bible prophecies which indicate that in 
the end of this dispensation, a Jewish 
Antichrist world dictator, will rule the 
earth for a short time. 

The present condition of the Press 
and the Motion Picture industry of the 
United States is traced to the Proto- 
col conspiracy. The same is true of 
the wide-spread Atheism and Immoral- 
ity which exists in the public school 
system. The Author believes that these 
things are traceable to planned sources, 

He sees the scheme of the Protocols 
being worked out in international fi- 
nance and visualizes powerful European 
Jews, like buzzards over a carcass, con- 
centrating their efforts upon the Unit- 
ed States for years until they finally 
succeeded in gaining control of our fi- 
nancial system. 


The conspirators are pictured as pull- 
ing wires from behind the scenes until 
they were able to knock the bottom out 
of the stock market in 1929. Since that 
time they have been making rapid 
strides in gaining a stranglehold grip 
upon the American people. “Our na- 
tional depression is a ‘man made’ con- 
dition brought about by the ‘invisible 
Jewish group’ in cooperation with its 
atheistic Gentile ‘dupes’ ”. 


Mr. Peterson pictures the creation of 
the Jewish controlled Federal Reserve 
Banking System as being the master 
stroke of the plotters. It was estab- 
lished by German Jewish bankers under 
the guidance of Paul Warburg, during 
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the Jewish administration of Woodrow 
Wilson. It has since been used as a 
means for perverting American finance. 
“What the people of the United Stat- 
es do not understand is that while the 
Federal Reserve Act is a governmental 
measure, the whole Federal Reserve 
System is a privately conducted bank- 
ing system. The Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem is a system of 12 separate corpor- 
ate banks, subject to rules, regulations, 
and orders of the Federal Reserve 
Board, with certain extraordinary priv- 
ileges whereby great sums of money 
have been centralized.” 


Paul Warburg represented the Jewish = 
banking concern of Kuhn Loeb & Com- ted 
pany of Wall Street. This is the firm 
that financed Lenin and Trotsky in pre- 
‘ cipitating the Russian Revolution, ac- 
cording to evidence supplied by the 
Author. 

While Gentile nations were fighting 
one another during the World War, 
Mr. Peterson discovered that powerful 
international Jews, from both sides, 
were working together for the exhaus- 
tion of the Gentile governments which 
they controlled by cords of gold. Both 
the Kaiser and Woodrow Wilson were 
surrounded completely by Jews. “One 
hundred and seventeen Jews accom- 
i panied Wilson when he undertook his 
trip to the Peace Conference at Ver- 
sailles”. New York Evening Post re- 
ported on July 22, 1924: “The Kaiser 
had to consult Rothschild as to whether 
he could declare war.”

AST MONTH, it was announced 
that Paul Revere, the converted and 
educated native of the Kru Tribes of 
Liberia, West Africa could make good 
use of a Victrola in his missionary 
journeys among heathen, savage, can- 
nibal tribes. 

Music coming out of a box—music so 
unlike the dull thud of the tom-toms, is 
sure to give Paul instant access to the 
hearts of multitudes of black people 
who have never heard the Gospel. 


Paul is a remarkable character. He 
knows exactly how to get at the souls 
of the people. He has trained several 
helpers, men like himself who have 
been saved from heathenism, and they 
are also making evangelistic tours into 
the interior. The Kru language has 
never been reduced to writing, but 
these workers are finding it possible to 
reveal God, the Bible, Christ, the plan 
of Salvation, and the Lord’s Return, to 
the people in their own tongue. 


English is the official language of 
Liberia and among the upper classes it 
is estimated that about 50,000 people 
speak it. There are a few million of the 
Krus, however, who live in the darkest 
night of human despair and ignorance. 
It is these that Paul and his helpers 
are reaching. 


Paul’s request for a portable Victrola 
was made known through this Depart- 
ment last month, AND SO FAR, WE 
HAVE RECEIVED VICTROLAS AND 
SPECIAL GIFTS AT THE WICHITA 
HEADQUARTERS, WHICH MAKE 
IT POSSIBLE FOR US TO SEND 
HIM SEVEN GOOD MACHINES. Ap- 
propriate records have also been re- 
ceived. 


This response will encourage Paul’s 
heart when he gets the report. He, and 
his helpers will be able to make good 
use of everyone of the seven. Shipping 
charges will not be exhorbitant in get- 
ting them to him. 


Recently, it was also announced in 
these columns that Paul needed certain 
equipment to start a humble school 
near Monrovia, Liberia to train chil- 
dren and young people in the art of 
right-living and soul-winning. A large 
shipment of Bibles, Testaments, school- 
books, pens, tablets, etc., was made 
possible from the gifts of Defender 
Readers. 


It would bless the soul of everyone, 
and bring tears to many eyes, if space 
was available to print Paul’s letter of 
appreciation.

Mr. Sholin made a careful survey of 
the [Island’s missionary needs and 
studied the methods used by Defenders 
workers, When his tour ended, he made 
a report to Headquarters from which 
the following abridgment is taken: 


R. SHOLIN says: First, Let me as- 
sure you that it gives me great sat- 
isfaction to be able to fully confirm all 
that has been written in your maga- 
zines about what is happening in Puer- 
to Rico. Surely God is blessing that 
Island in a very precious way at pre- 
sent by pouring out a refreshing time 
from the presence of the Lord, and 
thousands are drinking deeply of the 
water of life and rejoicing in their 
new-found communion in the Lord. It 
is true that thousands are partici- 
pating in the spiritual quickening. 
There is no desire on the part of the 
“Defenders Leaders” in Puerto Rico to 
start a new sectarian group, but rather 


to stimulate a true spirit of unity a- 
mong those who have come to know the 
Lord. During the special campaign of 
the noted Mexican Evangelist Senor 
Olazabal much emphasis was _ placed 
upon the need for disintegration of the 
denominational barriers so as to pro- 
mote true spiritual evangelism every- 
where. The response was very grati- 
fying in some circles though there was 
much to be desired from other quarters. 

Perhaps I should digress here just 
long enough to say that in twenty-six 
days I was called upon to speak forty- 
four times, frequently having to make 
hurried trips from place to place to fill 
the appointments. Congregations var- 
ied in numbers from scores, to thou- 
sands of people, and such enthusiasm 
and joy and responsiveness I have rare- 
ly encountered. God blessed graciously 
in the salvation of many souls as well as 
in the deepening of many of those who 
were newly born into the Kingdom. 

When it was realized that some de- 
finite steps would have to be taken to 
make the benefits of this revival more 
lasting, some tentative plans were stu- 
died with the result that special efforts 
are being put forth to construct what 
it is hoped will be the first of a series 
of tabernacles in several strategic 
centers in different parts of the island 
that shall be able to house the crowds 
which gather from night to night un- 
der the blessing of God. The first 
tabernacle should be constructed in Rio 
Piedras, near San Juan. 

What is perhaps not less important is 
to be stated in connection with the need 
for a number of consecrated young 
workers with the true vision of God 
who shall not only assist in carrying 
on in the special efforts in the larger 
centers but who can devote much at- 
tention to the work in what is very 
aptly termed, the open-air “Defender 
Chapels”, 

I might just say that though I had 
opportunity to visit a large number of 
the open-air preaching points, there 
were many more to be considered, 
where the people are intensely interest- 
ed in the Gospel message. A large 
group of itinerant evangelists is need- 
ed to meet the demand of this present 
hour; to say nothing of that of the 
future. Calls for more “Chapels” are 
coming from all over the Island. 

Our Brother J. F. Rodriguez and his 
fellow Workers have become saturated 
with the blessings of the personal 
Christ, and His Holy Spirit, and they 
see the perishing multitudes and are 
ready to sacrifice to the utmost in 
order to preach the Gospel to every 
creature. 


To the end that thorough prepara- 
tion might be afforded the splendid 
young men who are ready to conse- 
crate their lives and their entire time 
to God’s service and carry on the wide 
activities of the “Defensores de la Fe 
Cristiana”, our brethren in the Island 
are determined to start classes for 
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Bible-study at the earliest possible 
date, and perhaps they are even now 
in the beginning of this most merito- 
rious undertaking. By combining class 
work during short periods, with wide 
field activities, in a comparatively 
short time a strong force of Spirit- 
filled young men can be _ scattered 
everywhere to proclaim the living mes- 
sage. 

A nearby building which can be ob- 
tained for a comparatively very low 
rental would serve very adequately as 
a dormitory and give space for a class- 
room and for others of the multiplied 
activities which must of necessity be 
carried on. I looked this building over 
and could wish we had a similar one, 
at the figure given, for our work in 
Spain. It would have given me great 
joy to spend six months with these 
zealous men of God to help them get 
started in the realization of their great 
vision in this line. Yes, a “Defenders 
Bible School” is now needed in the 
West Indies. 

It is needless to say that the op- 
portunity to represent the “Defenders” 
for a month in Puerto Rico has meant 
immeasurable blessing to me in a per- 
sonal way. It has served also to more 
closely unite many interests of the gos- 
pel-work between the Spanish-speaking 
peoples of Puerto Rico and Spain. 

I feel a great responsibility in con- 
nection with the work in Puerto Rico 
and must utilize this opportunity to 
call for much prayer on the part of all 
the members of the “Defender Fam- 
ily”. I am taking the responsibility to 
plead for hearty support for those who 
dare to step out for God to do exploits 
in the worthy name of Jesus, to whom 
be glory, and honor, and power, and 
blessing forevermore.

hen Paul stood in the midst of 

Mars hill, and said, Ye men of At- 
hens, I perceive that in all things ye 
are too superstitious. For as I passed 
by, and beheld your devotions, I found 
an altar with this inscription, TO THE 
UNKNOWN GOD. Whom therefore ye 
ignorantly worship, him declare I unto 
you.’ 


Rev. A. Velonis, our faithful Defen- 
der of the Faith in Greece, finds an 
even greater need of the Gospel among 
his people today than Paul found when 
the above words were written. 

It is true that Greece has the Greek 
Orthodox Church, but this institution 


is failing as utterly to meet the moral 
and spiritual requirements of the 
Greeks now, as it did in Russia prior 
tothe revolution. If ever the Orthodox 
Church had an opportunity to prove its 
worth, it was in Russia. It failed there 
because it deals only with cold ritual- 
ism and external ceremonies. 


Greece is one of several European 
countries that has never had an oppor- 
tunity to hear, and feel the power, of 
genuine New Testament Christianity.

Hezekiah Leads His People 


Back To God 
2 Chron. 30:1-13 











= 1—Hezekiah puts the Pass- 


over forward as:the very heart and | 
center of the true worship*of Jehovah. 


Whoever understands the Passover, un- 
d’s God’s way of salvation 
_—. Ex. 12:13-23; 1 Cor. 5:7-8; 
. 3:25-26; John 1:29). In every 
true reformation, the doctrine of atone- 
ment by blood comes to the front. 
Christ fulfilled every t in the Jew- 
ish Passover even as it is observed by 
Jews the world over in modern times. 
Hezekiah took counsel (v. 2). Some 
men are so confident of their own opin- 
ions, and that they are divinely led, 
that they scorn to seek counsel of oth- 
ers. This is not Scriptural (Prov. 11: 
14; 15:22; Acts 15:6). The man who is 
most clearly led of God is the man who 
is most eager to know how God is lead- 
ing others. 


V. 5—“They had not done it for a 
long time.” To many, this would have 
seemed a good reason for not doing it 
now. You urge some people to do “as 
it is written,” and they answer, “we 
have never done it that way, and our 
fathers never did it that way.” That 
is no good reason for not doing it now. 
The question is not what we have done 
in the past, but what the Word of God 
bids us to do. To Hezekiah this was 
a reason why they should make haste 
to do it at once. 


V. 7—If our fathers were wrong, 
there is no reason why we should fol- 
low in their steps. Two particulars. 
are given wherein their fathers had 
been wrong (1) They had “trespassed 
against the LORD God of their fa- 
thers.” So Hezekiah went back of the 
fathers to the grandfathers. (2) They 
had been “stiff-necked.”” Jehovah had 
called them to repentance but they 
would not hear. Hezekiah calls upon 
them to “yield yourselves unto the 
LORD.” This is the great secret of 
blessedness and power. Stiff-necked- 
ness is a dangerous disease (Prov. 29: 
1); 
“They laughed them to scorn and 
mocked them (v. 10). That is the way 
in which men habitually treat God’s 
loving calls to repentance and pardon. 
If we are faithful ambassadors of the 
Lord, we must expect to be laughed at.

Isaiah Contrasts False and

H°”’ black sin appears when we see 
it as rebellion against a Father’s 
love. As true of our sins as of Judah’s. 
Israel had shown less sense and less 
gratitude than an ox or an ass (v. 3). 


Verse 6 is a vivid picture of men out 


of Christ. Verses 7-9 show God’s judg- 
ment on their sin. God never lets sin 
go unpunished, whether it be the sin of 
an individual or of a nation. 

In all God’s dealings with men it is 
always the remnant (v. 9) that is saved 
(Rom. 9:27, R. V.; 11:4-6; Is. 10: 22- 
23; 24:13-14; Matt. 7:14). In every 
generation men as a whole~will. not 


*yietd™to”God, but the few do and are 


saved (1 John 5:19). 

It was not “sacrifices,” “burnt of- 
ferings,” “incense,” “feasts,” “sab- 
bath,” and “prayers” (v. 10-15), as 
such, with whi was “weary” 
and which were an “abomination to 
Him.” But these things, when offered 
by those who turned a deaf ear to His 
Word, were offensive. 

Sin is moral filth; it defiles hands 
and heart. God demanded that they 
wash hands and heart by putting away 
sin (v. 15-16). 

There is no salvation for sinners so 
long as they continue in sin. There is 
salvation for any sinner if he will only 
forsake sin (Isa. 55:7). 

The secret of blessedness is found in 
v. 19, a surrendered will and obedience 
in our daily life to the will of God as 
revealed in His Word (Heb. 5:9; John 
14:21-23). 

The secret of ruin in life that now 
is and of eternal ruin in the life which 
is to come, is found in v. 20. To re- 
fuse God’s invitation and to rebel 
against His will is damnation. 

What “the mouth of the Lord hath 
spoken” about the future, eternal pun- 
ishment of those who reject Christ and 
His Gospel, will come true to the letter 
in spite of all the attempts of eloquent 
modernistic preachers to construct ‘“an- 
other gospel” in place of that which 
Jesus and the Apostles taught.

ERSE 6—God’s answer was, so of- 

ten, to His servants in apparently 
hopeless danger, “Be not afraid.” The 
one who is right with God has no rea- 
son to fear any man or any overwhelm- 
ing host of men at any time or under. 
any circumstances (Psa. 27:1-3; Rom. 
$:31). 


Sennacherib considered himself more 
than a match for Jehovah, but he was 
to return to his own land like a con- 
quered beast with God’s “hook in his 
nose” and God’s bridle in his lips (2 
Kgs. 19:28). He found that there was 
a difference between “the gods of the 
nation” and “the God of Israel,” “Je- 
hovah of hosts.” A good many “schol- 
arly” students of “comparative Reli- 
gions” don’t see any essential differ- 
ence today. They will find out the dif- 
ference some day as Sennacherib did. 

Hezekiah did the wisest possible 
thing with the letter so calculated to 
fill his heart with dismay and distress, 
he “spread it before Jehovah” (v. 14); 





that is the thing to do with any letter 
that distresses or in any way perplexes 
us. If we would only do that, it would 
save us from a whole lot of fear and 
would save us from a whole lot of fool- 
ishness and failure. 


God hears prayer. God does things, 
because we pray, that He would not 
have done if we had not prayed. There 
was more power in Hezekiah’s prayers 
than there was in all his armies. His 
armies were powerless but his prayers

One reason why God heard Heze- 
kiah’s prayer was ause it was God’s 
glory that he sought by his prayer (v. 
20). One reason why many prayers 
are not heard is because they are self- 
ish, seeking our gratification and not 
God’s honor (Jas. 4:3 R. V.). 


Sennacherib had great armies on his 
side, but the virgin daughter of Zion 
(v. 22) had God ALMIGHTY on her 
side. The one who has God on his side 
can laugh to scorn the most potent of 
his enemies (2 Chron. 32:7; Ps. 2:1-4).

e by God. They were children of 
promise, springing from a supernatur- 
ally begotten seed.

If God had not 
stepped in, there would have been no 
nation. They thus belong to Him. 


II.-Israel’s Response. Israel became 
rebellious, forgetful, unbelieving, igno- 
rant, idolatrous, backsliding. Because 
of this Israel was set aside. God has 
sent the Holy Spirit into the world to 
take out a Gentile bride for His Son, 
as Joseph, rejected by his brethren took 
a Gentile bride down in Egypt. But 
is this the end of Israel? 


IIl.-Israel’s Future. Must we con- 
clude that, since Israel has been un- 
faithful to God, therefore God will be 
unfaithful to His oaths, promises and 
covenants to Israel. “Shall not the 
Judge of all the earth do right?” 


Israel’s future furnishes the prophets 
with one of their most glorious themes. 
Israel is judicially broken off from the 
good olive tree, Christ. They are to be 
grafted in again. The promised Deliv- 
erer will come out of Zion and the na- 
tion will be saved (Rom. 11:25-29). 


Their blindness is NOT TOTAL, as 
regards themselves; NOT FATAL, as 
regards the faith of the world; NOT 
FINAL, as regards the purposes of 
God. The in.agery is that of the pro- 
phet Ezekiel, picturing the Jewish na- 
tion as dead, dismembered and scatter- 
ed in the Valley of Dry Bones (Ez. 37). 
The rehabilitation of these bones with 
flesh and life is a “receiving” of them 
in an experience of resurrection—“life 
from the dead.” 

This blindness is only partial and 
temporary. When God’s purpose in the 
Church is complete and full, then the 
Church will be caught out, the Deliver-

er will come and “all Israel will be 
saved”—the nation collectively, rather 
than the individual Jew as is now the 
case under the Gospel.

Fellowship With Christ 


P John 15:1-16 7 











6“ Aone in Me and I in you.” “Ye 

are in the Spirit if so be that the 
Spirit of God dwell in you.” The 
thought in both cases being that of a 
mutual indwelling as of an element. 
An element is that peculiar condition 
in the universe which admits of a mu- 
tual indwelling; of this only can it be 
said it is in what is in it. Fish in wa- 
ter and water in fish; bird in air and 
air in bird; iron in fire and fire in 
iron. Always “Ye in Me and I in you”; 
never “in you and ye in Me,” but ye in 
Me, in order that I may be in you; as 
iron is in fire in order that fire may 
be in the iron. 

Look at the element AIR. What are 
its characteristics? 

1—It Is Infinite. However insig- 
nificant the form of life that abides in 
it, the element itself is infinitely great- 
er than that which abides in it. I am 
in atmosphere; I am insignificant, but 
the atmosphere is immeasurable. I am 
insignificant but Christ is immeasur- 
able. 

2.—It Is Independent of What Lives 
in It. Atmosphere is independent of 
me. It doesn’t ask me or consider me 
when it wants to perform its functions. 
So Christ is independent of me. 

$.—It Is Indispensable to That Which 
Lives In It. That which lives in the 
Atmosphere is never independent of it 
while the atmosphere is independent of 
that which lives in it. The air can 
get along without us but we can’t get 
along without the air. God could get 
along without you but you cannot get 
along without God. 

4.—It Is Inclusive. It embraces in 
itself all that is required by that which 
lives in it. Christ is the sum total of 
all that is needed in this life and in 
the life to come. All-inclusive. I am 
in the atmosphere for it is the source of 
life; the atmosphere is in me to sus- 
tain life. 

5. —It Is Imperative. It is remark- 
able that the atmosphere imparts to 
whatever lives in it, whatever it has 
in itself. The atmosphere gives to 
you and I who live in it, the vitality of 
the atmosphere itself. Whatever there 
is in the atmosphere, a single breath 
gives me all its vitality. If we abide 
in Him He gives us of His Spirit. 

6—It Is Inexhaustible. You can 
never exhaust the vitality of the at- 
mosphere. Always enough and abun- 
dant left for similar uses. We are all 
now taking in all the vitality that there 
is in this atmosphere, and yet individu- 
ally we leave infinite vitality for every- 
body else that needs to live in and up- 
on it. 

The secret of blessing—“Abide in 
Him.” If we abide in Him He cannot 
but abide in us any more than the at- 
mosphere can help abiding in me if I 
abide in the atmosphere, any more than 
the fire can help abiding in the iron 
if the iron is in the fire and kept in 
the fire. “ABIDE IN HIM!”
